President Taylor introduced the speaker 
of the evening at half-past 8 o'clock and 
Governor Pingree at once began to deliver 
his address, reading from manuscript. 


} Speech of the Governor. 
| Governor Pingree said: 

“T have hesitated to speak before a club 
dike this from the topic suggested—namely: 
*The Results of Ten Years’ of Municipal 
Progress.”” I am a little ashamed to say 
¢dhat ten ytars ago I knew but little about 
qmunicipal affairs. / 

“T was ike thousands of others of plain 
business-men who imagine that they are 
good citizens, and that they are discharging 
gill their public duties, and yet who do not 
_ fake sufficient interest in the affairs of the 
town in which they live to understand much 
@bout them. 

“In this regard the business-man and the 
well-to-do are greatly to blame.

COUNT DE VECCHI DIES FROM 
MUSHROOM POISONING.

Himself a Scientist, He Is Deceived 
After a Personal Examination and 
It Costs Him His Life—One of the 
Notabilities of the Capital, a Vet- 
eran of Solferino, and Commandcr 
of a Famous Battery in Americana 
War of the Rebellion. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—[Special.]— 
At frequent intervals the Department of Ag- 
riculture is forced to issue circulars warn- 
ing people of the danger of eating mush- 
rooms unless they are positive as to the ed- 
ible qualities of the fungi. 

Two days ago Count Achilles de Vecchi, a 
distinguished Italian nobleman, secured 
from a farmer some mushrooms. The Count 
has made a special study of the local fungi; 
and he was positive the mushrooms submitted 
to him were fit to eat. He prepared a break- 
fast, to which he invited a friend, and both 
ate heartily of the mushrooms. Within two 
hours the Count lapsed into unconsciousness, 
and late last night he died with unmistak- 
able evidences of mushroom poisoning. His 
friend, a government clerk, barely escaped 
death. 

This tragedy, coupled with the fact that 
Count Vecchi claimed to be an expert on 
mushrooms, has impelled Secretary Wilson 
to prepare a special bulletin on mushrooms, 
in which he will warn the people that to eat 
these fungi without the examination of a 
competent scientific opinion as to their char- 
acter is to risk death in a terrible form. The 
Secretary proposes to illustrate his bulletin 
with cuts showing the characteristics of the 
poisonous and non-poisonous varieties. Ex- 
perts at the department say, however, that 
the differences between mushrooms are often 
so minute that even the scientists mistake 
them. They have a long list at the depart- 
mént of edible, non-edible, and doubtful 
fungi. The officials say that frequently they 
are unable to hazard an opinion as to the 
character of some particular fungi, as the 
They believe 
that legislation should be enacted forbidding 
the sale of mushrooms entirely except when 
inspected by competent scientific authority. 

There is a record of twenty-five deaths in 
the United States in 1893 from the very 
species of mushroom which caused the death 
of Count Vecchi. 


Some of the Characteristics. 


The fungus which has produced the latest 
tragedy is what is generally known as the 
“death cup.” Scientists call it the Amanita 
phalloides, and say it is the most poisonous 
of all the fleshy fungi.. It is found through- 
out the greater part of the United States. 
When young it is solid, and afterwards it 
becomes somewhat hollow and pithy. The 
base is surrounded by a cHaracteristic cup- 
shaped appendage, the pémnant of a veil 
which covers the entire plant when young. 
The length varies from three to five inches. 

The amount of the substance of this fungus 
which is necessary to produce death is very 
small. The third part of a medium sized un- 
cooked cap is said to have proven fatal toa 
boy 12 years of age, and smaller amounts 
have affected older beople seriously, even

in the same basket. 

The French fungus is very inviting in ap- 
pearance, and has no bad taste when eaten, 
either raw or cooked. There is no uneasiness 
felt by the victim until from nine to four- 
teen hours after eating. Severe abdominal 
pain then sets in, which is rapidly followed by 
nausea, vomiting, and conditions charac- 
teristic of Asiatic cholera. These symp- 
toms are persistently maintained, but with- 
out loss of conscivusness, until death en- 
sues, as it does in from two to four days. 


Career of Count de Vecchi. 


Count de Vecchi was one of the notabili- 
ties of the capital. “He was six feet four 
inches high and weighed over 300 pounds. 
He was an offshoot of royalty. 

Before leaving Italy he was wounded at 
the battle of Solferino and during the civil 
war in this country commanded Vecchi’s 
Battery, a famous artillery organization. 

It was the pride of his life that he was 
the bearer of the message from Garibaldi 
to Abraham Lincoln in which the Italian 
liberator offered his sympathy and services 
to the American emancipator. 


CHARGE OFFICERS WITH CRIME 


H. Dickenson and G. A. Crawford, Oak 
Park, Accused of Forgery—Suspi- 
cious About Burglaries. 


Charges of forgery have been preferred 
against-H. Dickenson and G. A. Crawford, 
special policemen employed by the ‘Cicero 
Town board to patrol Oak Park. It is also 
suspected that the men have some knowl- 
edge of the burglaries which have taken 
place in Oak, Park during the last two 
months. 

Police officials are reticent concerning their 
suspicions regarding the burglaries, but they 
declare that warrants for searching the 
men’s houses will be issued this morning. 

Dickenson was arrested on the charge of 
forgery at 9:30 last evening. Up to a late 
hour the police had faile@ to apprehend 
Crawford, and it was thought he had left the 
district. 

The men are charged with issuing forged 
checks, aggregating, it is said, between 
$300 and $4100. The victims of the frauds are 
Oak Park and Austin merchants. 

Though forged checks have been in. cir- 
culation for some weeks it was,not until 
Tuesday afternoon the police were notified of 
the fact. The complainant was F. Hartless 
of the Austin Laundry, who said that 
Crawford had attempted to get him to cash 
a check for $14. Hartless learned at the bank 
that Crawford had no account there, and 
immediately notified the police. Crawford 
had in the méantime left the store, and was 
nowhere to be found when the police re- 
turned with Mr. Hartless. 

Officials at Dunlop Bros.’ bank state that 
a number of fictitious notes have been re- 
celved by them: lately. J. Miller and G. 
Hulseberg of Oak Park have each been vic- 
timized of $12. The majority of the checks 
were made payable to fictitious personages.

JURIST HUNTS THIEF

Captures Three Crooks. 


CAUGHT STEALING PIPE. 


Daring Porch Climbers Commit 
Big Diamond Robbery. 


TWO CRIMES BLOCK APART. 


Michigan boulevard, between Fourteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, was the scene last 
night of a daring burglary and a thrilling 
burglar hunt, the two being entirely inde- 
pendent of each other. 

Porch-climbers entered the residence of 
Mrs. F. M. Hooker, 1535 Michigan avenue, 
while the family was at dinner, and as a 
consequence Mrs. Hooker now mourns the 
loss of $4,000 worth of diamonds and jewelry. 
Just a block away and an hour later ex- 
Judge James B. Bradwell, with his son-in- 
law, Attorney Frank A. Helmer, and Albert 
Schryer of San Antonio, Tex., made a care- 
ful seafch of the empty house at 1424, 
hoping to catch lead pipe thieves whose 
stealthy work had been heard by the neigh- 
bors. Three arrests have been made in the 
latter case, but the police think it unlikely 
the diamond robbers and the more humble 
burglars are the same. 


Bradwell Turns Detective. 


The Bradwell burglar hunt occurred at 8 
p. m. The aged jurist resides with his son- 
in-law, Attorney Helmer, at 1428 Michigan 
avenue. Mr. Schryer, Mr. Helmer’s broth- 
er-in-law, was spending the evening with 
the family. The building at 1424 was vacat- 
ed three days ago, and last night the Misses 
Greeley, living at 1426 Michigan avenue, 
heard strange noises in the vacant house. 
They notified Mr. Helmer, who, in company 
with Judge Bradwell and Mr. Schryer, made 
an investigation. 

They were soon convinced that lead pipe 
thieves were at work in the building, and Mr. 
Helmer determined to secure the gang if 
possible. 

Leaving ex-Judge Bradwell to watch the 
front entrance and Mr. Schryer the rear, Mr. 
Helmer hurried to a nearby telephone and 
called up the Harrison Street Police Station. 
A patrol wagon containing a dozen officers 
was sent to the scene ona gallop. When the 
officers arrived they found Judge Bradwell, 
his white hair covered with a shiny silk hat, 
patrolling his beat with determination 
worthy of a much younger man. 


Systematic Search of House. 


The officers entered the building quietly 
from the front and rear, and began a sys- 
tematic search of the house. Ascending to 
the second floor, they pushed open the bath- 
room door, and by the dim light of a candle 
held by one of the thieves they saw the 
three men at work tegring out the bath

names 
liam Barnes, Charlies Johnson, and George 
Wisdom, all negroes. 

Barnes, the leader of the gang, is an ex- 
convict. The men had torn up the floors 
and destroyed the plumbing in the house by 
cutting out the lead pipe and tedring the 
tubs out of the two bathrooms. The dam- 
age to the building is estimated at $300. 

The presence of the patrol wagon and the 
towering form of venerable Judge Bradwell, 
who remained on guard until the thieves had 
been placed in the patrol wagon, caused a 
large and enthusiastic crowd to gather in 


front of the house. 
Family Had Just Moved In. 


The porch-climbers’ visit at the Hooker’ 
home came soon after the family’s removal 
to the house. For three days two strange 
men had been employed about the place, and 
it is supposed that they have some knowl- 
edge of the robbery. 

Mrs. Hooker had been in the habit of car- 
rying her jewelry in a chamois skin bag, but 
yesterday aftefnoon she placed it under the 
pillow of her bed. When dinner was an- 
nounced she hastened below, forgetting her 
jewelry. 

Just as she finished her dinner she thought 
of the jewelry, and went up-stairs to get it. 
She found a front window open, the room in 
disorder, and the bag containing the jewelry 
missing. 


: Prompt Report to Police. 


She at once drove to the Central Police 
Station and reported the robbery. Detec- 
tive Sergeants Morgan and Reagan accom- 
panied Mrs. Hooker to her home. The of- 
ficers found that expert porch climbers had 
scaled the posts leading to the roof of the 
portico, which was directly under Mrs. Hook- 
er’s bedroom window. 

The boldness of the job, committed so early 
in the evening on a thoroughfare so much 
traveled, stamped it as one of the most dar- 
ing crimes in the history of the Policd de- 
partment. It was referred to as the biggest 
robbery since the looting of Norman B. 
Ream’s residence in Prairie avenue, four 
years ago. No description of the thieves 
could be secured. 


Drug Clerk Takes a Thief. 

Thomas K. Baker, night clerk in the Briggs 
House-drug store, locked up the shop at 1 
o’clock this morning, and when he had 
walked several blocks felt that something 
was wrong. He returned, and, passing the 
door of a little room over the store, saw by 
the electric light shining in from the street, 
the figure of a man crouching under a smal! 
bed, in which he sometimes sleeps. 

He quickly presented a pistol in front of 
the stranger, who was so frightened that he 
accompanied Baker to the Central Station 
without resistance. A revolver was found 
in his shoe. He was locked up. The drug 
store was robbed six months ago, 

Baker says that this is not the first time in 
his life that a premonition of evil has come 
to him as a timely warning. This morning 
he felt a distinct warning that something 
was wrong, at the store, and was so certain 


_of it that he refused to eat with a friend who 


was with him, and went back to the store 
alone to verify his strange premonition of 
evil. The man must have entered the store 
soon after Baker decided Biase sed mit 
vestigate.

‘ROBS LADUE OF NUGGETS. 


SLICK THIEF FILCHES $700 IN VIRGIN 
GOLD FROM KLONDIKE KING, 


Abstracts the Sackfual of Yukon Metal 
from the Overcoat Pocket of the 
Dawson City Pioneer at the Raltl- 
road Depot Victim Worries Mere 
Lest His Friends May Think Hima 
“Hayseed” than Over the Loss 


Itself. 


Joseph Ladue, the king of the Kiondike, 
was robbed of $700 worth of his Yukon gold 
in the Lake Shore railway station yesterday 
afternoon. 

A sack containing thirty-five ounces of 
sample nuggets of his placer mines was 
taken from the outside pocket of his over- 
coat just after he stepped from the 4 o'clock 
limited train. The loss was not discovered 
until he lifted up the coat to arrange himself 
comfortably ina cab. By that time all trace 
of the thief had disappeared. 

The police are now searching the city for 
the man who has caused Joseph Ladue more 
trouble than the Chilkoot Pass or all the 
rigors of a Klondike winter. In the mean- 
time, the founder of Dawson City, is worry- 
ing for fear people who do not understand 
the carelessness born of intimate acquaint- 
ance with which he handles his gold will 
think he has been bunkoed. 


Neither Padlock Nor Gold Brick. 


Mr. Ladue did not bet anybody any money 
he could open a padlock, because he is not 
a betting man, and he did not buy a gold 
brick, because he has a lot of his own, but 
somebody did purloin his good, yellow Klon- 
dike gold, and the fact that he has been 
robbed in Chicago seems to worry him more 
than the famine in his own town of Dawson 
City. . 

Mr. Ladue was seen last night as the 
Newberry Flats, where he is the guest of his 
business partner, J. E. Rosenfeld of New 
York. He told the story, of the robbery ina 
quiet way and seemed greatly embarrassed 
over its getting out. He wished he had said 
nothing about it, he declared, for there was 
a lot more gold in the Klondike, anyway, 
and Chicago was welcome to the paltry $700 
worth of it, but he was afraid of being 
branded as a “‘ hayseed.”’ 

He said the bag was too heavy to carry 
in his trousers pocket, and on the train he 
had carried it in his valise. As they came 


into Chicago he had opened the grip and, 
put it into his overcoat pocket, thinking he | 


might wish to leave the grip somewhere. 
He stepped off the train in company with 
Mr. Rosenfeld, who had gone to Grand 
Crossing to meet him, and started through 
the depot for a cab. He did not miss the 
nuggets until he lifted the skirts of his coat 
after he was in the vehicle. 


Tells It to a Policeman. 


They went back to the station and re- 
ported the matter to the police on duty 


‘there, and at the latter’s suggestion drove 


to the Harrison Street Station, where they 
had a conference with Inspector Hartnett. 
It was not until after the conference that 
Mr. Ladue realized that more publicity at-

The question now is, whether he thinks 
Chicago is wickeder than Dawson City? 
If the news spreads through the levee that 
people ar@coming to town with gold in real 
chunks, ordinary people may be relieved of 
the necessity of unwillingly helping the 
‘* profession ’’ through a hard winter. Just 
how the thief knew that the bulge in Mr. 
Ladue’s pocket was caused by a bag of 
gold is a mystery. The Klondike king does 
not even look wealthy, and the man who 
took the bag must have seen him on the 
train and carefully planned the theft. 

Mr. Ladue is here looking after his varied 
interests, but is principally occupied in for- 
warding the proposed Yukon relief expedi- 
tion which he and others propose to send 
to Dawson City this winter with food for 
the overcrowded population. He will proba- 
bly be here some time. 


DIES AT HIS DINNER TABLE. 


Henry A. Hurlbut, One of New York’s 
Leading Financiers, Succumbs 
to Heart Disease. 


New York, Nov. 11.—[{Special.]—Henry 
August Hurlbut, one of New York’s leading 
financiers, dropped dead at the dinner table 
at 6 o’clock this evening at his home, 111 
West Twentieth street. The cause was heart 
disease. Mr. Hurlbut had returned late in 
the afternoon from a meeting of the Second 
National Bank directors and felt as well as 
usual. 

At 6 o’clock, as was his custom, he went to 
dinner in company with his son. The con- 
versation turned on thé Thorn case and noth- 
ing out of the ordinary was noted in Mr. 
Hurlbut’s manner. When the meal was half 
over young Hurlbut noted a pause in the 
conversation, and, looking up, saw that his 
father’s head had sunk upon hisbreast. He 
had passed away without uttering a sound 
and apparently without pain. 

Mr. Hurlbut had been a citizen of New 
York for upwards of fifty years, rising to a 
position of. prominence as merchant, manu- 
facturer, and financier. He was born in 
Hartford, Conn. He was a delegate to the 
convention in Philadelphia which nominated 
General Grant for the Presidency and ac- 
cepted the place of Commissioner of Emi- 


gration. He founded the Hurlbut scholar-. 


ship at Yale College.

GALE ON THE LAKES. 


Heaviest Sea Since the Alpena 
Foundered in 1881, 


DAMAGE DONE SHIPPING. 


Two Schooners Founder and a 
Steamer Is Cut in Two. 


VESSEL OWNERS. ANXIOUS. 


St. Joseph, Mich., Nov. 11.—The heaviest . 


sea seen here since the foundering of the 
Alpena in 1881 is running today. The wind 
is blowing at the rate of fifty miles an hour, 
with frequent flurries of snow. 

The two-masted schooner Una, Captain 


‘Kemp, was caught fn a squall inside the har- 


bor this morning and capsized with ten men 
aboard, some of whom narrowly escaped 
drowning. The crew and passengers were 
taken off the wreck by the lifesaving boat. 

The steamer Frank Woods, which was out 
in the gale, arrived in Milwaukee this aft- 
ernoon after being out twenty-two hours, 
Nothing has been heard from the schooners 
George Naghtin and W. H.: Dunham. 

The water in the river was raised three 
feet by the gale. The docks are damaged 
and platforms washed away. The dock 
around the lifesaving station, and also at the 
south pier, is badly injured. 


Schooner Gorton Founders. 


Port Stanley, Ont., Noy. 11.—The schoon- 
re Groton of Detroit, left Cleveland yester- 
day, loaded with slack coal, for London, 
Ont. It was caught in the gale of last 
night and came to anchor twelve miles west 
of this place, where it foundered. Thecrew 
of six men took to the yawlboat and were 
discovered drifting down the lake today. 

Captain Berry of the lifeboat station here 
got his crew together and rescued them. The 
vessel with its cargo will no doubt be a 
total loss. 

The Groton measured 334 tons, and was 
owned by J. H. Cartes of Detroit. She 
was built in 1868. 


Ship Broken in Two. 


Ashtabula, O., Nov. 11.—While leaving port 
today in the heavy northwest gale the steel 
steamer Roman of the Hanna fleet was 
caught in a heavy sea and dashed against 
the bottom of the lake, literally breaking the 
strong, stanch ship in two. It was only by 
a miracle that tugs were able to get the 
Roman back into the harbor before it foun- 


7 dered. 


The Roman started out for Milwaukee at 
2 o'clock with a cargo of coal.

Worst Gale in Years. 

Petosky, Mich., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—The 
worst gale known here for years has raged 
since morning, and the stone filling at 
the end of the breakwater is being washed 
away by the tremendous sea. The steam 
barge James Sheriff and tow came into the 
bay just before the storm broke and are shel- 
tered at Harbor Springs. The wind is ac- 
companied by snow squalls. 


Embargo on Commerce. 


Holland, Mich., Nov. 11.—A heavy north-. 


west gale has put an embargo on this port. 
The steamer Soo City for Chicago has been 
held here for two days. Théré is a light 
snow tonight. 


The heavy northwest gale which prevailed 
over the lakes was not felt on the lake near 
Chicago. Steamers and their consorts left 
port all through the day, in one case a 
steamer without cargo towing a consort, also 
without cargo, put out into the lake, bound 
for Duluth. It was the W. P. Ketcham and 
George B. Owen. Only five boats arrived 
during the day, which shows how seriously 
the fleet is being held back by the recent 
gales. Nearly all the lumber schooners are 
out after cargoes; and reports last night in- 
dicated that most of them had sought shelter 
at ports down the lake. 


High Wind Causes a Wreck. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 11. — A passenger 
train on the Louisville, Henderson and St. 
Louis road was derailed and consumed by 
fire at 4 o’clock this morning near Lewis- 
port, ninety miles from Louisville. No lives 
were lost, and, so far as is known, no one 
was seriously injured. The accident is at- 
tributed to a freak of the high wind last 
night which overturned a box car standing 
on the Lewisport.siding. The car fell di- 
rectly across the main track and near a 
sharp curve. It was not seen by the en- 
gineer of the passenger train until {t was too 
late to stop the train. 


State of Nebraska Overdue. 

Glasgow, Nov. 11.—The British steamer 
State of Nebraska, from New York on Oct.

Emissaries of the 
North Chicago Street railway have been 
busy for several days securing the signa- 
tures of property-owners whose holdings 
front on the proposed extension and one of 
them sajd yesterday enough of the frontage 
had been secured to insure the construction 
of the line. | 

‘‘ This will tap a territory about the finest 
left in the city without transportation facil- 


{ties and which the railway officials have 


coveted for some time,”’ said the company’s 
agent. ‘‘ The opposition to the line in Rush 
street was so vigorous that it was necessary 
to change the plans of the company and get 
into the territory east of State street and 
adjacent to Chicago avenue in some other 
way. 


Dearborn Avenue Line Possible. 

“I predict that within two months a pas- 
senger can take a Chicago avenue trolley 
car and ride to the Polk Street Depot, via 
Dearborn avenue, without changing cars. 
The motive power the entire distance will 
be electricity. We have the necessary front- 
age on Dearborn avenue south of Chicago 
avenue to control the thoroughfare. We 
also have the consent of a majority of the 
frontage on Chicago avenue east of Clark 
street for the construction of the line there. 
The holding of 1,500 feet, the city block, 
where the Chicago avenue pumping station 
is located, and a few other large frontages 
were all we needed, and the twenty-five- 
footers can object to the arrangement all 
they please. It will do them little good.”’ 

The plan of the North Chicago company is 
to build the Chicago avenue extension at 
once and issue transfers down-town by the 
Clark street cable or the State street elec- 
tric cars.

of the property-owners. 

The Chicago avenue extension will be 
seven blocks long. It is designed as an 
accommodation to the North Side territory 
where carettes abound at present, and it 


is planned to use the eastern terminus as

company out of that thoroughfare and that

GEN. BLANCO ISSUES CIRCULAR 


Effort to Restore Confidence and Pro- 
mote a Revival of Cuban In- 
dustries. , 


Havana, Nov.11,—Capt.-Gen. Blanco has is- 
sued a circular announcing that he has de- 


cided to furnish all the protection necessary 


to bring about a resumption of general plant- 
ing, harvesting, and reconstruction through- 
out the country, especially in the case of the 
sugar crop. He further decrees that all the 
authorities of the island are to lend uncondi- 
tional supoprt to the proprietors of farms in 
the efforts of the latter to gather their crops 
and tend their cattle. The civil authorities 
are instructed to encourage to the utmost 
those who wish to grind sugar cane and to 
offer them assurances and the necessary mil- 
itary forces to protect themselves and their 
property. The regions where agriculture is 
more extended will be specially provided for. 
The authorities are authorized to assis‘ 
those who are behind in their taxes and to dx 
their utmost to increase the commercia! fa- 
cilities of the planters. 

All war measures are abrogated in regard 
to agricultural implements, machinery, etc., 
and the right of the railroads to charge 20 
per cent on all freight carried is also done 
away with. 

Marshal Blanco has abrogated the orders 
of his predecessor as to the destruction of 
the flelds and huts of the insurgents. He 
has also canceled thé prohibitions by which 
the Spanish soldiery have been prevented 
from campirg in the towns. - The new orders 
direet that the soldters shal! be provided with 
blankets and waterproof coats, and that 
when'in camp they shal! Always be sheltered 
as far as possible from the rains and dew.

STEAMER AGENT STARTS THE ROW 


Vienna, Nov. 11.—The semi-official Frem- 
denblatt says that there isa noticeable cool- 
ness between the Austrian Embassy and the 
Porte, owing to the high-handed action at- 
tributed to the local authorities of Mersina, 
Asia Minor, with relation to the agent at 
that port of the Austrian Lloyd Steamship 
company, a merchant named Brazzafoli. 
The Austrian cruiser Leopard has been sent 
to Mreal, the port of Adena, capital of the 
Vilayet of that name, with instructions to 
protect the Austrian consulate and 
Christians of Mersina. 

Brazzafoli was expelled from Mersina last 
month on suspicion of political intrigues. 
The Austrian government protested, where- 
upon the Porte aliowed him to return. When 
he came to land the local officials maltreated 
him, and insulted the Austrian Consul, who 
intervened. 

Austria immediately sent a strong note to 
the Turkish government demanding an ex- 
planation. It appears that Brazzafoli first 
incurred Turkish suspicions by befriending 
fugitive Armenians and giving to the most

GREEK OFFICERS TO BE TRIED. 


Torpedo Scandal Is Causing a Wide- 
spread Sensation in the Official 
Circles of Athens. 


Brindisi, Italy, Nov. 11.—Letters received 
here today from Athens say that the tor- 
pedo scandal continues to be the sensation 
of the Cretan capital. The basis of this 
scandal was the discovery of the fact that 
all the cartridges fitted to the torpedoes 
during the war with Turkey were not pro- 
vided with percussion caps and fulminating 
mercury, and that, therefore, they would 
have been useless in case they were needed. 
The Committee of Investigation appointed 
to inquire into the matter decided that two 
officers, Captains Rastopoulo and Anastasi, 
must be tried by court-martial on the charge 
of culpable negligence. Captain Rasto- 
poulo, who is now being tried, has asked 
that Prince George of Greece. who com- 
manded the torpedo flotilla during the war 
und who was, previous to the war, a great 
favorite with the masses, be called as a wit- 
ness. 

The court has refused to do this, and the 
Greek newspapers are publishing vigorous 
articles on. the subject, the anti-dynastic 
Hestia going so far as to demand that Prince 
George be tried by court-martial. 

The Prince is known to be deeply affected 
by the scandal and by the attacks made upon 
him and upon the royal family genera!ly in 
consequence of this fresh example of the 
unpreparedness of Greece for an outbreak 
of hostilities.

In government circles and in the semi- 
official organ, El Commercio, the proposi- 
tion is discussed of attempting to relieve 
the present. low condition of Nicaragua's 
paper money and the financial conditions 
generally by issuing other large sums of 
paper money—promises to pay—based on 
mortgages on improved real estate in Nica- 
ragua.

British Officer and His Men Meet Death

Simla, Nov. 11.—When the. British recon- 
noitering force returned to the camp in the 
Maidan Valley after a disastrous return 
from the summi?t of the Saran-Sar Mountain 
Lieutenant McIntyre and twelve men belong- 
ing to the Northamptonshire regiment, 
which had suffered most severely while sav- 
ing the wounded, were reported missing, but 
it was hoped they would succeed in reach- 
ing camp.

MARYLAND SENATOR HAS HIS EYE 
ON THE WHITE HOUSE. 


His Friends Announce That He Will 
Be.a Candidate for Congress—That 
He Will Come Out as a Champion of 
Free Silver—Will Strive for the 
Speakership and in 1900 Enter the 
Lists Against Bryan for the Presi-

Baltimore, Md., Mov. 11.—[ Special. ]—Sen- 
ator Gorman’s close political friends have 
had a conference and decided to run him for 
Congress next year in the Fifth District. 
They say that at.the proper time he will 
come out strong for silver. 

*'On this issue,"* say his friends, ‘‘ he can 
carry the First and Second Districts of 
Maryland for the Democratic Congressional 
nominees, with strong probabilities of also 
carrying the Third. The Fourth. and Sixth 
Districts are conceded to the sound money 
men. This leaves but the Fifth as debatable 
ground, and the character of the majority 
vote in this district; whieh is Senator Gor- 
man’s own, is such that with a strong candi- 
date and with liberal éxpenditure it also can 
be made Democratic.’”’ 

They believe that the Senator would make 
a strong candidate, and cay that it is inthis 
way he proposes to remain in public life, and 
his course: in the Senate this winter wil] 
clearly indicate his purpose. 


His Eye on the Speakership. 


If elected to the House of Representatives 
and the House has a free silver majority 
nothing in the world, it is claimed, could pre- 
vent. his been chosen as Speaker of the 
Fifty-sixth Congress.

Tammany Braves Propose to Signalize 
Their Return to Power by a 
New Year’s Jubilee. 


New York, Nov. 11.—[Special.]—Tammany 
intends to turn itself loose on the town on 
New Year's day. The details of the cere- 
monies which will formally usher in the 
Greater New York and at the same time 
install the tiger in the City Hall have not 
been arranged. Nothing will be done in 
that direction until Richard Croker returns 
from the South. It is known that he wants 
his Chicago friends to come and enjoy Tam- 
many hospitality. The Cook County De- 
mocracy has already voted to make another 
visit to New York. They feel that they Had 
something to do with the success of the 
tiger and that it behooves them to join in 
the New .Year’s day celebration. 

It_Is likely. that the big men in Tammany 
Hiall will sit.down to a banquet cither on 
the Ist of January or within a day or two 
thereafter. The banquet will be made the 
occasion of a ‘** hot time” for the visitors 
from Chicago. Prominent State politicians 
will be fnvited, and. perhaps a number of 
Democrats of national reputation will be 
induced to participate. 

The idea seems to be to signalige the re- 
turn to power of Tammany by a wide-open 
ceiebration which will demonstrate that 
Tammany was in earnest when it pledged 
jiiself to give the greater city a wide-open 
administration.

Hanna’s Friends So Regard 
the Kurtz Interview. 


LOOK TO A COMPROMISE. 


Ohio Editors Are Almost a Unit 
for Mr. Hanna.’ 


CLAIM FIGHT IS SETTLED. 


Columbus, O., Nov. 11.—[8pecial.]—The 
political sensation of the day at the Ohio 
capital is the interview with. ex-Chairman 
Charlies L. Kurtz, which appeared this 
morning, and in which the program of the 
anti-Hannea forces was given to the public 
for the first time. It was the initial decla- 
ration of war, and now the managers of the 
Senator’s interests know what they have 
to meet. The interview was the subject of 
discussion everywhere, and the wires kept 
hot between Columbus and Washington In- 
quiring as to the authenticity of the déliy- 
erance, and Mr. Kurtz himself was over- 
whelmed with more or less sulphurous re- 
marks by wire and telephone. 

An evening paper denied the authenticity 
of the interview. and Mr. Kurtz was quoted 
as saying that it was “ absolutely without 
foundation.”’ There was method, of course, 
in Mr. Kurtz’s denial, and he could not be 
expected to openly declare its truthfulness. 
He is not that kind of a politician, and while 
he has been busily engaged today in deny- 
ing the talk he has so far refraineg from 
mentioning the subject to your representa- 
tive. The interview was true in letter, word, 
and spirit, and more might have been writ- 
ten in the same line, for Mr. Kurtz talked 
for an hour and said a great many things. 


Ryan Calls It a Bluff. 


Former Secretary of State _Ryan, one 
of the closest friends of Senator Hanna, said 
today: 

*“*I wrote the Senator a few days ago that 
the alleged movement to defeat him for the 
Senatorship was a bluff and to pay no at- 
tention to it, and I do not yet believe that 
he can be beaten, but mischief is afoot.”’ 

Other Hanna men scouted the idea of the 
antis carrying’ out any such arrangement, 
but said’that if it was to be a battle to the 
death in Ohio between the two Republican 
factions it might as well begin on Hanna’s 
seat‘in the Senate. 

It is the consensus of opinion here that it 
will be impossible to carry out the Kurtz 
program. The ostensible object is to defeat 
Hanna, but it is more likely to consist merely 
of a movement against the Senator in order 
to secure concessions from him in the next 
General Assembly. 

Some close figuring has been done on the 
Legislature today, and the best that can 
be found by the Foraker people is 70 votes 
on joint ballot for Mr. Hanna, though the 
claim is made by the same source that it will 
not be more than 65 votes, or eight less than 
sufficient to elect. The Republicans about 
whom there seems to be doubt are as fol- 
lows: Representatives H. C. Mason and M. 
F. Bramley of Cleveland, J. J. Snider of 
Auglaize, H. H. Redkey of Hillsboro, C. F.,

MURDER ON THE YUKON. 


BRUTAL KILLING OF A MINER BY 
HIS PARTNER, 


Miners Are Aroused Over the Crime 
and a Lynching Is Threatened— 
Shortage of Food at Dawson, but 
the Police De Not Believe There 
Will Be Any Actual Starvation This 
Winter—Wild Search for Gold Gocs 
Steadily On. 


(BY HAL HOFFMAN. ] 

Juneau, Alaska, Novy. 5, via Victor‘a, B. C., 
Nov. 11.—Following 
party the next to arrive here with tnforma- 
tion from Dawson and the state of things 
along the trail and Yukon River were a 
party of five Canadian police from Tagish 
Lake, under Captain Fred Bevan cf Victoria, 
B. C., today on the steamer Farallon. They 
are going home on a furlough. Bevan is 
just out from Dawson. He brings particu- 
lars of the murder at Marsh Lake in October 
of Thornbury Peterson by Edward Hender- 
son, which proves to be the most brutal ane 
cold-blooded crime committed in the Yukon 
country. Henderson was formerly in the 
employ of the Seattle Gas company, and 
Peterson was a native of Stockholm, Sweden. 
These two were members of a party of five, 
including others namer Wally, Friedmann, 
and a third man, name unknown, said to te 
from New iourk. 


Beaten with a Revolver. 

Peterson and Henderson occupied a small 
tent together, while the: others slept in a 
larger tent. On the morning of Oct. 18 
Peterson and Henderson quarreled about the 
bedclothing. Henderson, who was much 
the larger man, drew a revolver and beat 
Peterson over the head, terribly lacerating 
his scalp. In the scuffle which followed 
Henderson shot his bedfellow in the ab- 
domen. ‘ 

Wally, Friedmann, and the third partner 
were afraid to go near Henderson, and 
leaving Peterson, who was still alive, with 
his murderer, they returned to Tagish Lake 
to inform the police. The officers hurried 

wn to Lake Marsh and found Henderson 
sitting moody and sullen in the tent with 
his dying partner. Peterson was mortally 
wounded and suffering great agony from 
his wounds and from thirst. Henderson 
had not attempted to alleviate his condi- 
tion. He died in about and hour after the 
police arrived, being conscious to the last 
and leaving a dying statement. 

Henderson was arrested without difficulty 
and sent down to Dawson under a strong 
guard. Captain Bevan said that the news of 
the murder had preceded their arrival and 
that the feeling against Henderson was 
very bitter. Lynching was threatened. 
Henderson will have his trial at Dawson, 
and the police think will furnish the first 
hanging that will be celebrated at Dawson, 
and that in a few weeks. * 


Starvation Is Not Expected. 


Captain Bevan says that the miners at 
Dawson were betting on the arrival of the 
steamers when he left there Sept. 12, with 
odds against their arrival. He says there 
will be a shortage of food if the vessels do 
not arrive, but he does not think there will 
be any real starvation. Hundreds can go 
down the river when the ice forms to the 
settlements below, where there is pienty of 
food. He had not heard of the extraordi- 
narily rich strikes reported on the branches 
of Skookum Pup Creek. ‘These dispatches 


chronicled the discovery of rieh “ diggings ”’ . 


on that creek over five weeks ago, which was 
the first report made ofthem. The Maloney 
party of Juneau first brought out the news. 

Nearly a thousand people instead of going 
on to Dawson have gone up the Teslin, 
Stewart, Pelly, and other creeks and rivors 
to prospect. Captain Bevan says that there 
are fine indications of pay dirt on the Tes- 
lin, the outlet of Lake Teslin. When 
most of the’ crowd arrived at Dawaon he 
says they were gaunt, hungry, and had the 
uncanny look of a lot of wild men, whose 
only thought was gold. 


LAST KLONDIKE SKIPPER HOME. 


Captain Barr of the Healy Reaches Chi- 
cago from the Yukon and 
Talks Hopefully. 


Captain J. C. Barr of the steamer Healy, 
one of the boats of the North American 
Trading and Transportation company in the 
Yukon River, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
direct from Alaska. He will remain during 
the winter at his home im La Grange, re- 
turning to the Yukon in the spring. Cap- 
(ain Barr’s boat was the last one to leave 
Dawson City before the close of navigation. 

Captain Barr thinks there is no danger of 
starvation in the gold fields this winter. He 
said the. trading company had plenty of 
supplies in their stores at Dawson City, and 
even if food should fail there plenty more 
could be drawn from the eighty tons of 
supplies stored at Fort Chicon and at Cir- 
cle City. Dawson City had about 3,500 per- 
sons in it when he left. The town was quiet 
and orderly and everybody was busy.

THIRTY KILLED BY A TRAIN. 


Terrible Accident to a Wedding Party 
Occurs at a Crossing ori a Rus- 
sian Railway. 


St. Petersburg, Nov. 11.—A terrible acci- 
dent has occurred near Bielostok, Russian 
Poland, resulting in the death of thirty per- 
sons. 

A wedding party was returning from the 
church to the home of the bride. All werein 
one wagon, a huge vehicle, drawn by eight 
horses. The road along which they drove 
crosses the gailway track on the level, and 
the driver, either through carelessness or 
ignorance of the train schedule, pushed his 
swiftly moving horses upon the crossing just 
as the express was coming up.

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 11.—After being 
in session all day and until a late hour to- 
night the special committee appointed by 
the last General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church to reform and harmonize the 
methods of giving to home missions agreed 
on a declaration cf principles and unani- 
mously adopted resolutions embodying its 
views. The struggle that was fought out 
during the d&y was whether or not the 
growing demand among State synods and 
presbyteries that they be allowed to manage 
their own affairs without the aid of the 
Home Board of Missions and the National 
board should be indorsed, such indorsement 
meaning a granting of practical autonomy 
to each presbytery. This sentiment pre- 
vailed unanimously. 

The resolutions adopted were “ tenta- 
tive,” the members said, and intended mere- 
ly to test the sentiment of the committee. 
There were four of them, and each was 
adopted without a negative vote. 

The first and most important declared In 
favor of a local administration of the affairs 
of each presbytery in every case “* where 
practicable.’’ The latter phrase is taken to 
refer only to those presbyteries or synods 
that have not shown themselves capable of 
becoming self-sustaining. This is the only 
important resolution, as it covered the main 
point, the others being matters of small sig- 
nificance. The second recognizes the na- } 
tional unity of the home board. The third 
is slightly more important. It provides that 
each synod that launches out for itself to 
do its own work shall incorporate in its plan 
a provision that will insure the home board ° 
from suffering losses and final decay. In 
other words, it must providé for sending to 
the home board a percentage of its receipts. 
This is already done in presbyteries that 
have broken away from the home board. 
IHinois forwards 10 per cent and Iowa 25 
per cent. % 

The last resolution reads: 

‘‘We cordially welcome to all of our 
churches the secretaries and representatives 
of the Home board and the circulation of its 
literature.’’ 

After laying down these principles the 
committee decidei to appoint a subcom- 
mittee, which is to draw up a plan and re- 
port to a meeting of the special committee 
at a time to be fixed.

OPERATORS MUST DECIDE. 


New York, Nov. 11.—The trial of Martin 
Thorn, which has been in progress the last 
three days in Queens County Court of 
Oyer and Terminer at Long Island City, 
may be discontinued for an indefinite period 
owing to the illness of Juror Mangus Lar- 
sen. When court adjourned yesterday until 
9:30 o’clock this morning the doctors who 
examined the juror thought that he: was 
only suffering from a slight stomach trou- 
he and would be able to attend court to- 

ay. 

After Larsen, with the other jurors, ar- 
rived at the Garden City Hotel last night 
it was discovered that. Mr. Larsen was af- 
flicted with appendicitis, and his condition 
is so serious that physicians who are attend- 
ing him will not allow him to leave his bed. 
This being the case, the Sheriff did not 
bring up the other eleven jurors today and | 
reported the facts to the District Attorney. 

Captain Methven brought Thorn.into the 
courtroom, the prisoner looking none the 
worse for his ordeal of yesterday. Judge 
Smith opened court a few minutes later, 
and District Attorney Youngs informed him 
of the serious condition of Juror Larsen, 
and with the consént of the lawyers on both 
sides Judge Smith adjourned the court until 
9:30 tomorrow. 

After court adjourned Mr. Howe and Mr. 
Moss had a brief talk with their client, 
Thorn, before he was taken back to his cell. 
Later Mr. Howe outlined his proposed plan 
of defense, which he has been compelled to 
adopt owing to the confession of Mrs. Nack. 

‘Thorn will take the stand tomorrow,”’ 
said he. ‘“‘ He will testify that the murder 
was conceived and plotted and planned by 
Mrs. Nack. We shall prove that she wanted 
to get rid of Guldensuppe in order that 
Thorn might take his place. Thorn will 
state that when he got into the cottage at 
Woodside on June 25 he found that Mrs. 
Nack had shot Guldensuppe and that it was 
she who said: ‘ I have killed him.’

BOYS STARVED AND BEATEN. 


Old Soldier Says His Sons Were Cruelly 
Treated at Illinois Urphans’ 
Home. 


Springfield, Ill., Nov. 11.—[Special.)—Dr. 
J. A. Egan, Secretary of the State Boaid of 
Health, received a letter today from Dr. C. 
P. Spann of Thebes, Ill, which states in 
effect that there is danger of a yellow fever [ 
epidemic there. Thebes is a small town on 
the Mississippi, eighteen miles northwest of 
Cairo. The letter states that during the last 
three weeks the writer and Dr. W. A, 
Phelps of that city have treated eleven cases 
of sickness which, in their opinion, are sus- 
picious and present typical symptoms of 
yellow fever. Two cases have had the b 
vomit and one patient has died. The others 
are considered in a critical condition. Dr. 
Spann says: 

‘In our opinion we are dealing with an epi- 
demic of yellow fever, and we ask that you 
send an expert with the utmost dispatch.”’ 

Dr. Egan at once notified Dr. L. Adels- 
berger, the President of the State Board of 
Health at Waterloo, and requested him to 
proceed to Thebes and investigate the condi- 
tions. He has received a reply stating that 
Dr. Adelsberger has left for the ill-fated 
town, takirg with him Dr. W. F. Grinstead, 
who was an inspector.in the recent quar- 
antine at Cafro. Dr. Egan stated tonight 
that if the cases were yellow fever, owing to 
the lateness of the season and the present 
low temperature, he thought there was little 
danger of the disease spreading.

** My wife died last March, and I could not 
well support my large family of small 
children without a mother.

The oldest is about 12 years old. Some weeks 
ago, in answer to letters from the oldest 
boy, I came to Bloomington and took the 
youngest boy. He was very sick, and I 
believe the disease was due to his not having 
enough to eat.

MODJESKA APPEARS IN “ CAMILLE ” 
AT THE GRAND OPERA-HOUSE,

, phere have been many versions of 

Camille” presented in Chicago in the last 
two seasons, both in French and English, 
but none of which could surpass the render- 
ing given last — at the Grand Opera- 
House by Mm Modjeska. Whenever 
Dumas’ play is yt te by one of the three 
greatest actresses of the present time one 
is inclined to think that it is really a drama 
of great value. 

Modjeska's reading of. the character is 
like @ musical poem perfectly played. 
There is. not a nuance . of expres- 
sion which is overlooked, not a 
note which does not ring absolutely true. 
If the character is impossible or the whole 
play unnatural and sentimental, the fault 
is the author's. As far as interpretation 
can go the actress has said the last word. 

Compared with Modjeska, the other act- 
resses who have essayed the part in Eng- 
lish are hopelessly inadequate. Miss Dav- 
enport is robust and blatant; Miss Nether- 
sole is like a schoolgirl playing the courte- 
san. Neither of them is able to enlist the 
Sympathies of the audience while yet re- 
taining the marks of Camille’s unfortunate 
position in the world. 

Duse is probably the most pathetic Camille 
on the stage, but with Duse it is rather 
hard to remember that the heroine is not 
a pure woman. 


Art of Modjeska. 


Modjeska steérs between the two extremes 
with a marvelous art that makes the charac- 
ter perfectly plausible and yet most en- 
gaging. She never leaves the audience in 
any doubt as to her social standing, but hav- 
ing once made that clear, she is, before 
everything else, a woman who loves and who 
has to suffer in consequence—always a pa- 
thetic figure either in real life or on the stage. 
Miss Nethersole has always insisted so much 
upon the vulgar side of the woman’s nature 
that it is impossible to feel a very genuine 
sorrow for her unhappy end. But after all 
it is absurd to make the comparison. 

Modjeska reached a height in the second 
act last night to which no woman upon the 
English speaking stage can hope to attain. 
That the illusion was not perfectly sustained 
was due to long waits and indifferent acting 
upon the part of the rest of the company. In 
any case, however, the second act is by far 
the best in the play when the actress is ca- 
pable of doing it justice. It presents every 
opportunity for the most delicate exposi- 
tion of character and hardly a line which is 
not perfectly natural. 

The third act, especially at the end, is in- 
clined to be foolish because the mechanical 
devices are so apparent. Indeed, it is hard 
to refrain from smiling when Armand walks 
about the sitting-room wringing his hands 
instead of starting out to look for Camille, 
as he certainly would have done in real-life. 

And then the fourth act is not only ex- 
ceedingly melodramatic, but it is certain 
always to be spoiled by the bad acting of the 
minor characters. They are too unimpor- 
tant to be intrusted to competent actors 
and actresses, and the result is a total ab- 
sence of the necessary atmosphere. Besides 
it is very hard for any one but a Frenchman, 
and a Paul Bourget at that, to appreciate 
the dastardly conduct of Armand as the 
curtain falls. A man may grossly insult a 
woman upon the stage, but the playwright 
ought not to let it be understood that in so 
doing he is covering himself with glory. 


The Death Scene. 


With a bad third and an indifferent fourth 
act the ardor of the audience is likely to die 
down before the fifth act begins. For that 
reason the death scene is robbed of its effec- 
tiveness. It is a scene, however, which few 
people ever care to see twice unless they are 
very sentimentally inclined. Modjeska’s 
reading of her part in the last act is ex- 
ceptionally fine in its perfect simplicity and 
restraint. There is no long drawn out 
agony and no attempt to portray the hor- 
rors of the death chamber. She fails, per- 
haps, to convey any feeling of the dread 
of death which must surely come to most 
participators in such a scene; she inspires 
pity but not terror. Yet even that may 
commend itself to those who are afraid of 
ultra realism upon the stage. 

Take it at its best, however, and the last 
act falls far short of the second from every 
point of view; and the second act so suits 
the talents of the actress that the climax is 
reached too soon. As soon as the curtain 
falls upon the union of Camille and her 
lover it is certain that there must be a re- 
action, and the reaction is so strong that the 
audience never quite recovers from it. 

Mr. Joseph Haworth is a fairly good Ar- 
mand. But he is much better in older parts 
than heis asthe youthfullover. Nooneever 
has played Armand to the satisfaction of any 
audience, unless it were a French one, be- 
cause the character is so utterly distasteful 
to the Anglo-Saxon mind. At the end ofthe 
fourth act Mr. Haworth rose to the occasion, 
because he can act melodrama when he 
likes; but for the most part he was a very 
stilted kind of lover. The chief difficulty 
with the rest of the company seems to lie in 
their inability to recollect their lines. 


GETS LESSONS FROM NORDICA. 


Mr. Frantz Pfoschowsky Attracts the 
Prima Donna’s Attention as a

Mr. Frantz Proschowsky is a fortunate 
tenor. He is the only one to whom Mme. 
Nordica has given lessons in Chicago. It 
was in the first of these, given last wintey, 
that she told him that he was a tenor and not 
a baritone, under which impression he had 
been previously studying. She alsotole him 
that he had a future. 

Yesterday she heard him sing again and 
pronounced him ready to take a church po- 
sition. She expressed, furthermore, great 
safisfaction in his progress, and, although 
she had passed the major part of the day in 
a dentist’s chair and had a piano rehcirsal 
for possible encores this afternoon in im- 
mediate prospect, not to mention the con- 
cert itself, the lesson whs insisted upon. 

So 
everything stood still until Mr. Proschowsky 
sang. 

Mme. Nordica is energetic about lesson 
giving, as she is about everything else. One 
instant she would be seated in her chair, 
the next in the middle of the floor, and the 
following -one on the piano stool playing an 
accompaniment from memory. As _ she 
moved about the room the long silk and lace 
sleeves of her negligee floated straight in the 
air like Brunhilde’s. 

But tenors do not rise upon the world every 
day, and no one appreciates the fact more 
than a prima donna. 

That which helped make the lesson a

Pullman Directors Choose 
Him to Act as President. 


DEFER FORMAL ELECTION 
Create an Executive Committee 
to Be in Charge. 


PRESENT STATUS OF STOCK. 


Robert T. Lincoln has been chosen to act 
as President of the Pullman Palace Car 
company until the election of a President 
can take place. The position he will hold 
is pro tempore only, and it is still uncertain 
who is to be the permanent successor to 
George M. Pullman. 

Directors Marshall Field, J. W. Doane, 
Norman Williams, Henry C. Hulbert of 
New York, and Henry R. Reed of Bostor, 
who included the whole Pullman directory 
with the exception of O, 8S. A. Sprague, who 
is in California, were present at the first 
meeting held since Mr. Pullman’s death. 
It was at once decided to elect a successor 
to Mr. Pullman in the directory, and Rob- 
ert T. Lincoln was so elected and summoned 
to the meeting. 


Executive Committee Formed. 


It was also decided to organize an Ex- 
ecutive committee of three to have general 
administrative direction over the affairs of 


the company such as had previously been 


left to Mr. Pullman alone. Marshall Field, 
H. C. Hulbert, and Robert T. Lincoln were 
delegated to serve on this committee. By 
votes of Mr. Hulbert and Mr. Field, Mr, 
Lincoln, the only one of the three who at 
present could devote much time to the af- 
fairs of the company, was elected chair- 
man of the committee. This will give him 
authority to sign the documents of the com- 
pany and be its official - head until a Presi- 
dent is elected. 

The directors decided that choice of a 
President be delayed until careful considera- 
tion could be given to the subject. It is 
possible that some railroad man may finally 
be elected to the position. It was recently 
stated that Mr. Lincoln had declared he 
would not accept a permanent election to 
the Presidency. It can be said authorita- 
tively, however, that Mr. Lincoln never 
made the statement imputed to him. 


Power in the Directory. 


The constitution of the Pullman company 
vests practically all power in the directory. 
So great was the confidence and trust in the 
wisdom of Mr. Pullman that, while he was 
livingt. the directors left matters entirely to 
him, and never questioned his judgment. In 
the Executive committee created yesterday 
will now be vested the responsibilities which 
were assumed by Mr. Pullman. The gener- 
al organization of the company will not, 
however, change, and as contracts with the 
railroads are on long time, nothing is liable 
to come up which will greatly affect the 
status of the company's business. 

The prestige which Mr. Pullman's name 
gave to the company was, however, very 
great, and this loss has already proved se- 
rious as affecting the temper of investors 
and the value of the Pullman stock. Onthe 
Monday before Mr. Pullman died Pullman 
stock closed at 1754,—representing a value of 
$63,090,000 on a capitalization of $36,000.000. 
Yesterday the stock closed at 169, which rep- 
resents a value of $60,804,000—a net loss of 
$2,286,000. As nearly half of the Pullman 
stock is owned in trust for charitable and 
benevolent organizations, and is a favorite 
** widow's "’ investment stock, such a shrink- 
age in value is serious. The stock has al- 
ways possessed previously a record for 
steadiness and non-fluctuating qualities. 


Text of Resolutions. 


The following resolutions were adopted 
by the Pullman company directors in mem- 
ory of Mr. Pullman: 

By a dispensation of divine providence the Presi- 
dent of this company, George M. Pullman, has 
been suddenly cailed to his eternal home. 

We feel it appropriate to place upon the records 
of the company, in our own behalf and that of the 
stockholders we represent, our appreciation of him 
as an officer andas a man, and a declaration of our 
sense of the irreparable loss to us and to the 
company. 

The idea of the: company and of the business it 
was created to perform was peculiarly and dis- 
tinctively his. The success it has attained, both 
in the way of material benefit to its stockholders, 
and in ministering to the wants and comfort of 
the traveling public, has been due more to his 
genius, industry, and untiring devotion than toall 
other causes combined, during the thirty years of 
his uninterrupted service. 


Personal Tributes of Directors. 


It is for others to judge of the extent of the loss, 
great as we believe it to be, to the traveling pub- 
lic, to the railway systems with which he had 
established relations, to the people in whose inter- 
est he conceived the town that bears his name, and 
to the city in which he lived; but ta us as directors 
the close of this useful and honorable life has a 
significance far beyond the mere severance of 
official relations... It has not only withdrawn from 
the board a member whose experience, judgment, 
and fertility of resource it will be impossible to 
replace, but it has also bereaved us of a companion 
and dear friend whose loss will be a lifelong 
sorrow. 

To put in permanent form our appreciation of the 
life and character of our lamented President; our 
profound sense of personal loss; and our sympathy 
for his bereaved family, it is ordered that this 
memorial be spread upon the records of the com- 
pany, and that an engrossed copy of it be trans- 
mitted to Mrs. Pullman and her family. 


BECKWITH STILL IN THE DARK. 


New Husband of the Daughter of Mr. 
Lincoln Does Not Venture to 
Claim His Wife. 


The whereabouts of Warren Beckwith, 
who contracted a secret marriage with the 
daughter: of Mr. Robert T. Lincoln last 
Wednesday, is still a matter of surmise 
merely. It is understood heis not at the res- 
idence of Mr. Lincoln, 60 Lake Shore drive, 
where his bride has remained since her re- 
turn from Milwaukee after the hurried mar- 
riage ceremony; and Mr. Lincoln maintains 
that all reports of a prospective reconcilia- 


. tion are without foundation. 


“TIT have nothing whatever to add to what 
has already been said,’ Mr. Lincoln said 
yesterday. “‘My daughter is at home. I 
have not seen the young man, and sff&ll not 
extend my pardon to him.”’ 


The marriage ceremony in Milwaukee was ' 


performed by the Rev. Orlando P. Christian, 
a Methodist Episcopal minister. The couple 
first, however, went to the Pfister, where 
Beckwith registered as Warren Wallace. 
They were driven immediately afterwards 
to the residence of the Rev. Mr. Christian. 
Mrs..Christian and Mrs. Baumgartner, wife 
of the President of the Milwaukee Common 
Council, were the only witnesses of the mar- 
riage. 

On leaving the minister’s home they were 
driven to the Plankinton, where they regis- 
tered as Mr. and Mrs. Warren Wallace. 
They returned immediately to Chicago. 

It is reported from Mount Pleasant, ia., 
that Beckwith and Miss Lincoln had been 
engaged for two years, and last week Miss 
I.incoin was there at the home of ex-Senator 
Haurlan, her grandfather. 

Beckwith is the son of Captain Beckwith, 
formerly general roadmaster of the Chica- 
go, Burlington and Quincy ratfiroad. It 
is said of him that he has never been thrown 
u»non his own resources and has devoted 
hiinself to such athletics as boxing, ball 
playing, and bicycle riding. -He played 
last season with a Texas league ball team.

CALL FOR MORE WATER. 


ILLINOIS CLUB TAKES ACTION IN RE- 
GARD TO THE MATTER, 


Resolutions Are Adopted and a Com- 
mittee of Fifty Appointed to Pre- 
sent Them to the Mayor and Other 
City Officials—West-Siders Paying 
Their Share of the Taxes, They Feel 
That-They Have the Right to De- 
mand Better Treatment. 


The water supply for many parts of the 
West Side has for a long time been so in- 
sufficient that it has been practically im- 
possible to obtain water for ordinary house- 
hold purposes. The Illinois club, the lead- 
ing organization of its kind on the West 
Side, has taken up the subject. At a special 
meeting of the club last evening a com- 
mittee of fifty was appointed to present 
resolutions to the Mayor and other officials. 
The resolutions are as follows: 

Whereas, For many months the water suprly for 
the West Side has been so entirely inadequate that 
in many places it has often been impossible, es- 
pecially in upper stories, to obtain sufficient water 
for ordinary househo!d purposes; and 

Whereas, This condition has become a serious 
menace not only to the comfort of our homes and 
health of our families -but also to the business, 
welfare, and prosperity of our part of the city and 
of the West Side generally; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That, speaking for the great West Side, 
we earnestly protest against the further contin- 
uance of this extremely unsanitary and most un- 
comfortable condition, and submit that, as resi- 
dents of the West Side have always paid and now 
pay their just proportion of the water tax of our 
city, they are justly entitied to.a service equal to 
that enjoyed by residents of the South and North 
Sides; and we respectfully call upon the Mayor, 
City Council, and officials responsible for the ad- 
ministration of our Water and Health departments 
to use every means in their power to correct or 
remove the evils compiained of at the earliest date 
possible; 

Resolved, That a committee of fifty be appointed, 
of which the President of this club shall be chair- 
man, to present these resolutions to the Mayor, 
with such additional suggestions as they may con- 
sider proper, and that a copy thereof be forw arded 
to the City Clerk with a request that they be pre- 
sented to the City Council as a petition or me- 
morial on the subject.

St. Charles People Prepare to 
Elevate the Tracks. 


OTHER ROADS TO FOLLOW 


Dooms Fatal Crossing at Six- 
teenth and Clark. 


TO BEGIN WORK IN SPRING.- 


The St. Charles Air Line at last is to be 
elevated and the fatal surface crossing at 
Sixteenth and Clark streets will probably 
by next summer be a thing of the past. It 
is the chief victory for the track elevating 
ordinance, as the list of casualties at Six- 
teenth street was one of the greatest factors 
originally in securing the passing of the 
measure. 

The four roads owning the St. Charles 
line have squabbled for three years about 
track elevation, and the other railroads 
which cross the St. Charles at Clark street 
have refused to take action on elevating 
their lines at that point until the St. Charles 
people acted. The latter have.-now taken 
action and the engineers are busy drawing 
plans for the work. 


Tangle of Many Lines. 

The St. Charles crosses seven or eight 
roads at Clark street as well as the surface 
trolley lines. It has been proposed to have 
a double deck elevation, the St. Charles 
being elevated above the other roads, which 
will be raised the required height above the 
surface of the street. The St. Charlesjpeo- 
ple are to report within a short time the 
plan they favor for elevating the tracks, 
and work will begin as soon as possible in 
the spring. 

The other roads at the Clark and the Six- 
teenth streets crossing have not yet acted 
directly in the matter, but they have al- 
ways declared they would proceed with the = 
work as soon as the elevation of the St. 
Charles made it possible, and from the sur- 
veys and plans they have made previously 
it is believed they will be ready to begin 
work as soon as it is begun on the St. 
Charles. 


Dangers of the Crossing. 


The crossing at Sixteenth and Clark 
streets is the most dangerous in the city. 
Four or five trolley lines there cross a net- 
work of railroad tracks on which trains are 
almost constantly switching back anid forth. 
Any number of fatal accidents have occurred 
there in years past, and the prospecis of the 
abolition of its dangers is hailed with joy 
by the thousands who have to pass over it 
every day. 

The St. Charles crosses the most crowded 
part of the city, running from the lake across 
the city in the neighborhood of Sixteenth 
street to the western limits. It crosses 
Wabash avenue and State street and the 
blockades that ensue on those important 
thoroughfares are innumerable. Accidents 
frequently happen at both the crossings and 
many fatalities occur every year. 


Four Roads Interested. 


The St. Charles is owned by four roads, 
the Burlington, Illinois Central, Northwest- 
ern, and Michigan Central. These roads 
have had some difficulty in arriving at an 
agreement in regard to raising the tracks, 
and elevation has been deferred for over 
three years. 

One obstacle in the way was the relativeiy 
low structure of the Alley L road. The 
elevated road has recently completed rais- 
ing Aits track high enough to allow of the 
St. Charles being elevated as desired. 

Assistant Superintendent Harahan of the 
Illinois Central, who represented his road 
and the Michigan Central at the meeting, 
said:

not invelve war with Spain for reasons 
which Judge Tree indicates. On all these 
various points the Judge's statements are 
of the highest interest, and should be care- 
fully considered by every reader of THE 
TRIBUNE. Judge Tree is a man of calm and 
judicial turn of mind, who reflects well -be- 
fore uttering his opinions on any subject of 
importance. For many years he wasa Judge 
of this county, and he has also served his 
country as its representative at the courts 
of Belgium and Russia. There are few ob- 
servers of this Cuban problem whose opinion 


will carry more weight. 


TANNER ORGAN COMPLAINS OF “INSIN- 
VATIONS.” 

The Springfield State Journal, which is 
Tanner’s official home organ and which 
speaks as one having authority, asserts that 
“Tap Trreune sticks to the text that the 
Governor's approval of the Allen bill war- 
rants criticism, and that Governor Tanner 
is not justified in resenting such criticism.” 

Tue TRIBUNE certainly does believe the 
signing of the Allen hill, which turned the 
city over to the tender mercies of a boodling 
Council, elected before that bill was 
dreamed of, does warrant criticism of the 
sharpest kind. It believes also that Govern- 
or Tanner is not justified in replying to that 
criticism only by general abuse. If he can 
show that he has been criticised unjustly 
for signing the Allen bill let him do so by 
all means. He has not attempted it yet. 
Apparently he does not intend to. 

For the Springfield organ states that “ the 
Governor has not made objection to suck 
criticisms per se.” Complaint has been 
made that by signing the Allen bill he put it 
in the power of a notoriously boodle Coun- 
cil to rob the city of over 60 millions of rev- 
enue during the first twenty years of the 
life of the extended franchises. He pre- 
sents no objection to that criticism, yet it 
is the main and in fact about the only one 
Tue Tripune has made. 

The Governor has been criticised because, 
in defiance of the protests of the Chicago 
public, he deliberately put it in the power 
of a Council he knew was not to be trusted 
toi turn over almost all the streets of this 
city to the monopoly of Wall street operat- 
ors for the next fifty vears. He has made 
no objection to that criticism, which is very 
singular, to say the least. 

What does the Governor object to, then, 
that has appeared in THe Trisune? He 
objects, according to his organ, to “ insin- 
uations and innuendoes.” He asks, says 
his Springfield mouthpiece, that--- 

The insinuations and innuendoes with which he 
has been pursued so relentlessly be dropped and 
that plain, direct charges be made: charges to 
which he can give answer in the courts, even to 
the extent of trial for impeachment. He does not 
shirk the charges nor fear the consequences. The 


only difficulty under which he labors is to find 
some person who dares to make the charge. 

This mouthpiece organ says further that— 

The 
which puts into the minds of their readers the 
impression that they have charged the Governor 
with having accepted bribe money when the 
words used with that intention do not really con- 
tain a direct accusation, and are so constructed 
and expressed that they do not make a charge 
and do not admit of making the newspaper utter- 
ing them answerable in a court of justice. ; 

What is the “language”? What con- 
stitute those “insinuations and inntfen- 
does"? Since they ure what make the 
Governor unhappy, why does not his Spring- 
field mouthpiece print them and let the peo- 
ple pass judgment on them? 

Tur Trisune, speaking for itself, denies 
that it had indulged in “insinuations and 
innuendoes,” or has reiterated language cal- 
culated to make its readers believe Govy- 


ernor Tanner aecepted bribe money for 


signing the Allen bill. 

. Up to the time when the Governor actual- 
ly signed that bill Tum Trisune clung to 
the hope he would veto it. It declared that 
“it could not conceive it possible he would 
put his name to a bill the glaring iniquities 
of which had been pointed out to him so 
often. 

When he did sign the bill Tue Trirpune 
criticised his act vigorously. It said that 
he had ruined his political future, could not 
be elected United States Senator when Cul- 
lom’s term expired, or reéleéted Governor at 
the end of his term. There were no “ in- 
sinuations and innuendoes ” that his special 
organ talks of. 

Tue Tripune described Tanner as no 
friend of the people of Chicago by that act, 
but the friend of Yerkes, who was to gain 
so much by the Allen bill. It has the same 
opinion of Tanner’s conduct now it had the 
day after he signed that bill which makes 
Chicago the prey of boodling Aldermen. 

The Governor must “ make profert” of 
the “ inginuations and innuéndoes ”’ that he 
alleges wound his sensitive soul. If he 
does not it will be deplored the mistake 
Illinoisans had made in voting for Tan- 
ner for Governor they had in effect elected 
Yerkes to fill that office. Are these “ in- 
sinuations and innuendoes”? They read 
like plain, direct allegatidns, Tue Trisuxn 
does not disavow them and is ready to re- 
peat them. Let his Springfield organ pro- 
duce the “inuendoes” or retract its 
charge. 


“INTERNATIONAL BIMETALLISM” DEAD 

The National Sound Money league has is- 
sued an address in which it states that 
“international bimetallism as a world pos- 
sibility is dead”; that “ international! bi- 
metallism is a dream of the past "’; and that 
the United States must proclaim its accept- 
ance of that fact and “ plant itself finally 
on the single gold standard.” 

No sensible man can deny that it is a 
waste of time to make further efforts to 
“do anything for silyer,” ‘The reasons why 
it was desirable that there should be an in- 
ternational agreement, if possible, are ceas- 


ing to exist. While some countries had the 


gold standard and others the silver stand- 
ard the fluctuations in the value of silver 
interfered with commercial relations be- 
tween them. A stable par of exchange 
would have been: most desirable. 

But the number of silver standard coun- 
tries is decreasing, and soon there will be 
none left. In Hurope Russig and Austria- 
Hungary have gone over to the gold stand- 
ard. In Asia Japan has on cee

tons uncertgin. When they all have the 
gold standard Senator Teller cannot urge 
the people of this country to adopt the mono- 
metallic silver standard to protect them- 
selves against the “ deadly competition . 
of Japan, China, and Mexico, 

The argument that there was not gold 
enough to do the world’s monetary business 
and that that metal must be supplemented 
by silver, to a greater or less extent, has 
been upset utterly by the enormous increase 
in the production of gold. That metal is 
being mined in the United States, in south 
Africu, and in the Klondike in such quan- 
tities that it will be easy for all nations 
which want to change to the gold standard 
to do so without drawing on the stocks of 
other countries. 

Therefore, as the National Sound Money 
league declares, all that remains for the 
United States to do is to plant itself irre- 
movably on the gold standard, To do that 
the currency system must be amended s0 
that the ability of the Treasury to redeem 
in gold the credit money of the country, at 
any time and in any quantity, is put beyond 
all doubt. \

NOT FIT TO BE A STATE. 

Txy TRIBUNB stated yesterday, in speak- 
ing of the ridiculous demand that Arizona 
be admitted to Statehood, that the Terri- 
tory had only about one and a half inhab- 
itants to the square mile. That was an 
error. If the population were 87,500, as is 
claimed by the Governor, there would be 
only two-thirds of an inhabitant to the 
square mile. 

There is good reason, however, to doubt 
the accuracy of the Governor's figures. In 
1890 the Territory had only 59,620 inhab- 
itants. That included the Mexican peons. 
The election for Territorial Delcgate last 
fall was hotly contested, but the total vote 
cast was only 14,060, which is less than 
that of some Chicago wards. That vote 
does not support the claim that there is 
a permanent population of 87,500, 

Furthermore, of the 14,060 vctes cast last 
year the Republican candidate got only 
4,090, the Democrat 6,065, and the Peo- 
ple’s party nominee 3,896. Considering the 
political predilections of the voters, the Re- 
publicans cannet be expected to put it in 
their power to elect two Senators and a 
Representative. 

But even if all the voters were Republic- 
ans Arizona should not be made into a 
State. There are too many small, weak 
States already. Among them are Nevada, 
Idaho, and Wyoming. They had in 1590— 
and they have not gained much since then 
—a total population of 190,791. 

The Congressional ratio fixed on in 1801 
was 174,000. That is the eyuivalent of 
200,000 to a Congressman now, because of 
the increase in population during the last 
six years. So these three petty States 
have together only a fraction over the popu- 
lation which made up one Congressional 
ratio in 1591, 

Yet those 190,791 people are represented 
by six United States Senators and three 
Congressmen. The votes of those six Sen- 
ators offset those of the Senators from New 
York, Pennsylvania, and Illinvis, which 
have sixteen millions of inhabitants. Will 
any one claim that those three small States 
deserve to have as much influence in the 
Senate as those three large States? 

Enough injustice has been done already 
to the great and growing States. Another 
act of injustice should not be perpetrated 
by giving a handful of Arizonians the right 
to elect two Senators, The Territory. has 
sheep, cattle, mines, and boundless acres of 
arid land. But it lacks men, and men con- 
stitute a State.

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THE PADRONE SYSTEM IN CHICAGO. 

The recent report of the Bureau of La- 
bor regarding the Italians in Chicago sim- 
ply confirms the fact, well known before, 
that a large number of them are in the hands 
of the padrones. That is, they are white 
slaves. : 

Out of 1,860 persons who were asked by 
the agent of the bureau whether they 
worked for a padrone 405 admuited that 
they did. Nearly all of these owned up 
that they paid a commission direct to a 
padrone for getting or keeping a job. The 
average amount paid by them was 42 cents 
per week. This may seem small, but it is 
large when one considers the low wages 
which the unskilled Italian laborers usually 
receive. 

When men are taken out of the city to 
work—on a railroad, for instance—they 
have to buy all or most of their food from 
the padrone, and the prices which he 
charges are always exorbitant. —The men 
do not dare to grumble, for they fear that 
if they offend the padrone he will make it 
impossible for them to get work anywhere. 

The fact that so large a number of those 
questioned were bold enough‘ to state that 
they were subject to the padrones is good 
evidence that many more are also. Seme 
have been cautioned to keep their mouths 
shut. Others are timid and afraid some- 
thing may happen to them if they talk out. 
Probably most of the Italian laborers are 
practically slaves. 

Is not it in the power of the Mayor, the 
State’s Attorney, and the Chiefiot Police 
to do much to break up the ne sys- 
tem here? It is based largely on the dense 
ignorance of the uneducated ftalians. Is 
there no way in which thé authorities can 
get at them and make them understand 
that it is not necessary for them to pay 
tribute to the padrones in order to make a 
living? These unfortunate Italians are 
not bound by contracts which the law 
recognizes as valid. They are bound by 
their ignorance and fears. 

If the local authorities will take this mat- 
ter in hand they can liberate from the yoke 
of the padrones almost all the Chieago 
Italians who are now paying them tribute. 
Will they not do it?

Center Rush Pauiman of the 
Chicago Athletic club team has suffered 
fracture of the radius and ulna of his 
left arm, and it is doubtful whether he will 
ever play again. Several other members 
of the team are suffering from twisted 
knees, sprained ankles, and strained backs. 

The two players who have lost their 
lives in slugbal] games since the previous 
record were William Browne of Newcastle, 
Pa., and Richard V. Gammon of Atlanta, 
Ga., whose death has induced the action of 
the Georgia Legislature to make slugball 
unlawful in that State. 

No wonder such newspapers as the New 
York Herald and the Journal of the same 
city have come around to THe Trirpune’s 
way of thinking in regard to slugball. No 
wonder the Chicago City Council is seri- 
ously considering Alderman Plotke'’s ordi- 
nance prohibiting slugball in this city. If 
the manliness and vigor its defeuders prate 
about can be acquired in no other way than 
by manslaughter and bruta! slugging it will 
be better for civilization to get along with- 
out them. 

But they can be gained in a hundred safe 
and decent ways. If this brutal] game can- 
not be reformed its inevitable suppression 
will be no loss to anybody but the sur- 
geous.

SALARIES IN THE RECORDER’S OFFICE. 

The decision of the Illinois Supreme 
Court relating to the salaries of the dep- 
uties and clerks in the office of Recorder 
of Cook County—which has already been 
favorably commented upon by Tue TrtiB- 
UNE—will meet the indorsement of good 
citizens of all parties. It is right and prop- 
er that the honestly earned salaries of al] 
employés (legally employed) should be puid, 
and there will be no quarrel with the court 
for determining who is responsible for such 
payment, 

But-what about Recorder Chase’s three 


_ salaries—two of them fixed by himself and 


paid from the funds received by him as a 
public officer, without consultation with or 
authority from any one? And what about 
the extra fees which, according to the tes- 
timony of the County Commissioners, the 
Recorder carried out of the office with him, 
part of which should have gone to pay the 
salaries of these employés, but. did not? Is 
the county not only to be held responsible 
for these unjustly withheld salaries, but 
also subjected to additional loss for appro- 
priated fees amounting, as claimed by Pres- 
ident Healy, to $50,000? These are ques- 
tions which deserve to be settled just as 
effectually and conclusively as the right of 
the office employés to their salaries. 

The failure of the County board to secure 
the indictment of Chase a few months ago 
should not end the efforts of the board to 
secure justice for the county as well as 
justice against this ex-official. Either a 
crime has been committed or a debt is due 
to the county which it is the duty of the 
County board, as guardian of the people’s 
interest, to take steps to collect. The mat- 
ter should not be permitted to rest where it 
now stands. 

It is gratifying to know that the decision 
of the Supreme Court has borne fruit in the 
determination of the County board to send 
out formal notices to the heads of the vari- 
ous offices receiving fees and coming with- 
in the decision instructing them to make 
prompt returns of statements and fees to 
the board as soon as possible after the first 
of each month. In this way the board will 
be in a position to keep track of the fees 
and protect the interests of employés in. re- 
gard to salaries. 

This case of the ex-Recorder is but an- 
other example of promised Democratic re- 
form made when that party was seeking 
office spoils. Such have been the custom- 
ary performances to which the public has 
been treated before each election, with the 
result that the promises then made are as 
regularly broken after the office has been 
obtained on this false pretense. But such 
is Democracy in practice and actuality. 


PitTsBuRG is working hard to deserve the 
reputation of a center of art which one of its 
newspapers claimed for it when it was de- 
cided to erect a heroic statue of Tubal Cain. 
After long discussion the details of the 
statue have been settled. The foundation 
is to be of red, buff, and fire clay bricks in 
alternate layers, and each side of the pedes- 
tal will contain a group of allegorical stat- 
uary. One of these will be a memorial to 
Abel, the first cattle raiser, anothera statue 
of Cain, supposed in Pittsburg to be Tubal's 
first cousin, the original farmer; the third, a 
group representing Adam and Eve, “ with- 
out whom,” as a Pittsburg man put it, 
** there would be no need for manufacturers, 
and to whom we owe Pittsburg'’s prosper- 
ity’’; and the fourth a statue of the man 
who suggested the Tubal Cain statye, either 
a banker or a newspaper reporter, it has not 
been settled which. The statue proper will 
be of iron, painted in artistic shades. Tubal 
will be shown at his anvil, with his hammer 
in his left instead of in his right hand, which 
innovation is intended as a compliment toa 
left-handed citizen who has liberally con- 
tributed to the fund. He will be clothed in 
shirt and trousers, for it Is argued that 
though shirts and trousers were rot in- 
vented in his day he must have worn some- 
thing to keep from scorching; and his head 
will be on ball bearings, so that the ma- 
chinery which will put him through the 
motions of blacksmithing will have an easier 
time. The whole will be sixty feet in 
height, and there will be electric lights for 
eyes. Altogether, the. memorial will be 
worthy of Pittsburg and Praxiteles, those 
twin stars of the firmament of art. 


Many Americans must have been puz- 
zied by the news that the Austrian Reichs- 
rath had refused to renew the compact of 
union between Austria and Hungary. They 
know that Europe has no more autocratic 
ruler than the Emperor Franz Josef and 
that the constitutional government provided 
in 1867 is nothing but a name. Then how 
can the Reichsrath make so much trouble? 
The explanation is that the Germans who 
form the opposition of the Reichsrath do not 
really wam to prevent renewal of the com- 
pact, and could not if they did, but are mere- 
ly trying to harass Premier Badeni. He has 
broken promises made to the German in- 
terest in Austria, an Interest concerning one- 
third of the population and the greater 
part of the wealth. But their action is 
fraught with grave consequences which 
they seem to have overlooked. If they 
make renewal impossible by constitutional 
means the Emperor will renew the compact 
by autocratic methods, and in that case, the 
constitution béing sus led, Hungary wil! 
have a right to declare ftself an independent 
kingdom with the Emperor as King, thus 
defeating the renewal x post facto. A 
powerful party in Hungary is in favor of 
separation, which the Austri: Germans 
bitterly oppose, and in the ev. 
oppertunity as autecratic action 
present it probably would make serious 
trouble. Thus hatred of Badent is not un- 
likely to stir up a civil war -among 
seventeen provinces of the empire,

The Revised Statutes. of Illinois, 

TuE TRIBUNE has received from the Legal 
News company, which isthe publisher, 
a copy of the latest edition of the Revised 
Statutes of Illinois, compiled and edited by 
that legal veteran, Harvey B. Hurd. This 
is a solid, well-bound, closely printed, but 
very legible volume of 1,850 pages, embrac- 
ing all the general statutes of the State 
which are in force at thistime. The index, 
that most essential part of a book of this 
kind, which laymen, as well as lawyers, 
have frequent occasion to consult, covers 
108 pages, and has been prepared with great 
care, and abounds in cross references. 

The revision of 1895 is only two years old. 
But cince then many and important 
changes have been made in the laws, and it 
was most desirable that these changes 
should be put in their proper place, and 
that it should not be necessary to hunt 
through the session laws to findthem. This 
new revision enables a person to see almost 
at a glance the provisions of the statute 
upon any given subject. The laws of Iill- 
nois would be a tangled maze but for the 
judicious manner in which Mr. Hurd has ar- 
ranged them. 

As regards the mechanical features of 


this useful book, which costs but $4, noth- 


ing need be said further than that they are 
what might be expected in a work pub- 
lished by a concern whose reputation stands 
as high as that of the the Legal News com- 
pany.

The reduction of the Republican majority in 
the New York Assembly “ is not an unmixed evil,"’ 
the Rochester Post-Express (Rep.) says. ‘* It will 
inspire greater care in legislation, a larger sense 
-of responsibility, and will reileve the body from 
the dictation of outside Platt and Raines leader- 
ship, which has In the past been so unfortunate 
in its influence.’’ 

"The election really has little bearing on na- 
tional issues, but it may have this bearing on 
national policy,"’ says the Pittsburg Dispatch 
(Rep.). ‘‘If President McKinley will study the 
returns he may perceive in them the relevance 
of giving less attention to the demands of the 
State machines for politics and more to the de- 
sires of the people for clean, economical, and 
upright administration.’’ 


The surest way to breed rascality in a party is 
to encourage the idea that it has a hold whica 
cannot be broken, the Baltimore News (Dem.) 
says. Applying the observation practically, it 
warns the Republicans now in control in Balti- 
more to give decent, honest government. ‘* There 
are probably about 20,000 Independent voters in 
this city,’’ it says, ‘‘ and they hold the balance 
of power. They vote to down bossism, and are 
as quick to punish corruption in one party as 
in the other.” 

In a closer study of the Pennsylvania returns 
the Philadelphia Press (Rep.) finds a very ma- 
terial Republican loss in county officers. ‘* Last 
week,’ it says, ‘‘ the Democrats carried about 
twice as many counties as they did a year ago, 
and in most instances this was due to party con- 
ditions in the State at large and not to anything 
merely iocal. It not only means the loss of county 
offices, but, taking the vote of last Tuesday; it 
means the loss of six Congressional districis now 
represented by Republicans, together with a con- 
siderable number of members of the Legislature.”’ 


The Buffalo Express (Rep.) expects an attack 
on the Raines law when the Legislature meets. 
‘* As a revenue producer the law is a succegs,*’ 
it says. ‘‘ In every other respect it is a monu- 
mental failure. The claims that it would pro- 
mote public morality have long since been proved 
to be without foundation [in stepping the Ger- 
mans from drinking beer Sunday afternoons as 
they do in Germany]. If it was ever intended 


to accomplish this end [interfering with these 


established habits] that intent was made void 
by the looseness with which it was drawn [and 
suceess with which it drew them over te Tam- 
many and the Democracy].’’ 

‘*‘ Th®@re are a hundred reasons why national 


-issues should not be intruded into municipal con- 


tests to one for their figuring in State campaigns,”’ 
says the St. Paul Pioneer Press (Rep.). ‘ For 
the city government is not only a purely business 
corporation, but it touches the daily life and 
needs of the people at a hundred points where 
the State or nation touches them at one. There- 
fore it is that very generally throughout the 
country it is regarded as important that city elec- 
tions take place at seasons when there is no Stats 
or national election. And for the same reason, 
partially recognized in this separation of city 
from general elections, it would he extremely 
desirable if the parties which contend for the 
contro] of city governments could be organized 
independently of the national parties upon mu- 
nicipal issues whoily.”’

OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


Why New York Is So Badly and Dis- 
honestly Governed, from an 
English Standpoint. 


London Economist: <A. great many ex- 
planations are offered of this discreditable 
state of things, but there is a general re- 
luctance to acknowledge the truth, which 
is, that if New York is badly governed it 
is because it deserves bad government. Its 
people do not, to judge by their usual votes, 
sineerely wish for a rigidly upright admin- 
istration. If they did, they could get it at 
once. No city in the world is more nearly 
sovereign in its own domain than New 
York. Ita freedom and power of self-govern- 
ment are far above those of London. There 
is nothing above it except the State Legis- 
lature, and, owing to its vastness and its 
wealth, it can control the State Legislature 
whenever it chooses, and, in fact, does con- 
trol it, having demanded and received this 
very year privileges which make It in all 
but name a free and sovereign city. Its 
Mayor will have within his domain, which 
is as populous as Holland, all the powers 
of an ordinary King, while its governing 
council will be, in fact, a Legislature. This 
Mayor, all his great executive colleagues, 
and this governing council will be elected 
by the people, voting secretly by universal 
suffrage, and entirely beyond any terroism 
and any bribery en masse. If the electors 
like to create an honest and efficient gov- 
ernment they ean do it, and if they do not 
create one, the reason—the sole reason—is 
‘that they do not wish. 

Every candidate is put under the micro- 
scope; there is no working law of libel, and 
as the people are excited, they know before 
the election the entire record, the opinions, 
and the private character of every man 
seeking office at their hand. They vote with 
their eyes open, the simple truth being 
that those who support the wrong man do 
it because they prefer a corrupt and easy 
administration to a rigidly upright one. 
They think taxation on themselves will be 
no heavier, and that its proceeds will be 
more ‘* diffused” in small appointments, 
little but profitable contracts, and high 
wages. They do not exactly delight in cor- 
ruption, but they will tolerate it rather than 
the “spoils "’ system should come abruptly 
to an end. When Tammany rules the 
magistrates are inefficient, but they are 
lenient; the police are corrupt, but they 
wink at the things the people wish to be 
winked at; the streets are in bad order, but 
the crowds of men engaged to repair'them 
draw good wages for light work done when 
they please. 


Rich Gold Fields in Alaska... 

Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 9.—A gold discovery 
which equals that of the Klondike has been 
made on Koyukuk River, Alaska, according 
to David Ward, miner and geologist, who 
returned from Alaska on Wednesday, via 
Dalton’s trail (Chilkat Pass) and Dyea. 
He kept his find secret until yesterday just 
previous to departing for his old home at 
Kansas City, where he will form a company 
to work the new gold field. 

Early last summer Ward was working 
his way toward the head waters of the 
Koyukuk River with two Indians. One aft- 
ernoon they stopped and decided to prospect 
for gold, as the conditions seemed favorable. 
While driving stakes for a provision cache 
Ward saw some small gold nuggets in the 
loose dirt at his feet. They had struck what 
proved to be a pocket, and worked all night, 
taking out nuggets, which in places were as 
thick as potatoes ina hill. Ward took $800 
in gold from the hole. He ascended the 
stream for 100 miles, prospecting also twen- 
ty tributary streams and gulches. In all 
of them he found gold, and several of them 
were very rich. Running out of provisions, 
he returned to the Yukon River, after se- 
curing twenty pounds of gold dust and nug- 
gets. 

In describing the new district Ward says: 
‘‘It can be worked the year round. I came 
back to make arrangements to develop 
these mines on a large scale by a mechanical 
process which I have demonstrated as prac- 
tical. I am going to take a score Or more 
of my friends with me on my return next 
spring, and the location won't be secret 
long after we locate what claims we need 
there. My partner will be at the mouth 
of the Yukon River when the ice goes out 
next spring, for we intend getting in ahead 
of the rush which will surely follow. There 


‘is room for thousands there, and I will. 


gladly make public further details after 
my claims are located. 

‘‘ We shall go to St. Michael’s in our own 
vessel and take along a small steamer to 
ascend the river. I found one place where 
the course of the river can be diverted and 
lay the bed bare for over thirty miles. It 
will be found full of gold. _Everything indi- 
cates it.”’ 

Ward brought with him samples of quartz 
from the Koyukuk River and several pieces 
of conglomerate. The latter are very rich, 
being full of small particles of gold, while 
the quartz is mostly low grade. With rich 
placer finds in sight, he does not think 
quartz mining will be extensively followed 
for several years. The Koyukuk River 
flows into the Yukon from the northeast 
about fifty miles above Arctic City (Nulato), 
A trading post is on its upper waters. 


Silver Cheapening Into a By-Produact. 

Mr. Bdward Atkinson of Massachusetts, 
skilled and able statistician, has published 
a small pamphiet to prove a thesis which 
he has heretofore maintained in reference 
to the silver question—namely: that some of 
the largest mines in the world are now 
worked in such a way that the silver pro- 
duced by them is merely a by-product, the 
other ores yielding enough profit to make 
it worth while to work them, even if no 
silver at all were produced. Among these 
are the Broken Hill Proprietary of New 
South Wales and the Anaconda of the 
United States. 

When Mr. Atkinson first advanced this 
statement it was questioned by a writer 
in the Finanejal News of London, who in- 
sisted that the cost of operation ought to 
be charged to all the metals produced, and 
that if this rule were followed it would We 
found that the cost of silver to the Broken 
Hill company for the year 1896 was 2244d, or 
45 cents, per ounce. er 

Mr. Atkinson now proves that the cost of 
all silver produced by this company’ from 
1801 to 1896, according to the customary 
method of crediting the by-products to the 
cost of the principal product—namely: sil- 
ver—has been less than 25 cents, or 1244d, 
per ounce. 

Also that the copper production of the 
Anaconda mine in Montana, in the last 
fiscal year, ending June 30, 1807, yielded 
a profit over and above all charges of every 
name and nature without regard to the 
silver production. Also, that In that year 
of low prices the sale of the largest silver 
product ever made at that mine in one year 
—namely: 6,057,067 ounces fine—yielded 
$3,881,551.75 in gold, the whole of this sum 
received for silver bullion being in addi- 
tion to the profits upon copper. 

As the Anaconda property has been sold 
to an English syndicate, it follows that the 
largest share of the silver production of the 
world, something more than one-half, is 
now centered in London, that the silver so 
produced is a clean profit to the owners, 
the cost of operation being nearly all borne 
by other products of the same mines, and 
that the principal seat of bimetallism asa 
money-making venture is in London, and 
not in Cojorado or any other part of the 
United States.

GOOSE PLANT DAY AT THESHOW 


Peculiar Blossom Attracts Crowds to 
Chrysanthemum Exhibition— 
Prize Tables Tied. 


The ‘“‘ goose” plant flourished above all 
others at the Chrysanthemum Show in Bat- 
tery D yesterday. It was a single specimen, 
hung from a cross in the center cf the bulld- 
ing. A surging mass of curious people stood 
near it all through the day. It was an odd 
sort of vegetable. It is a native of Brazil, 
and was first exhibited in this country dur- 
ing the World’s Fair. It is still very rare. 
The likeness of the perfect blossom to the 
form of a goose in repose is most striking. 
A stout stem at the beak holds tt and a long 
tendril hangs loosely from what represents 
the tail. 

According to the official program it was 
the day of the carnation and the violet. Long 
tables in the armory portion of the building 
were loaded down with brilliant specimens, 
from which a delicious fragrance arose. It 
was a disappointment to the lover of the 
violet that there were not more of these 
dainty flowers placed on exhibition. There 
were only six or seven vases of them grouped 
at the end of one of the tables, in proverbial 
violet modesty. 

The competition among those who have 
exhibits of table decorations was continued 
yesterday. There was a tie for first place on 
the days exhibit. One table, upon which 
stood an immense vase of chrysanthemunis 
of the new Mayflower variety, wzs supported 
by a bank of asparagus vines in a dainty 
manner. The favors were marguerites. 
Another table had for its center piece a light 
mound of cypripediums and maidenhair 
ferns, the favors being of orchids. These 
two were easily the best, but the judges 
could not decide which of the two should 
have the highest mark of the day. They 
were set down as equals in the day's race for 
points.

REPLY. 

1. Our Towa correspondent alleges that 
a government currency would be inelastic. 
How much elasticity has the currency sup- 
plied now by the banks shown in the ‘ast 
nineteen years? None. The national 
bank act does not enable the supply of 
notes to be adjusted to the demand. The 
system always has been inelastic, as every 
borrower at banks knows. One complaint 
constantly made against it is that it does not 
provide for the expansion and circulation of 
note issues to meet the varying needs of 
businegs-men and the money market—that 
it *“‘responds"’ to no demand, and bonds 
are lodged in Washington. The notes are 
issued thereon. They scatter and drift far 
away from home, and are not redeemed until 
they are nearly worn out, and are sent to the 
redemption bureau of the Treasury depart- 
ment to be exchanged for new notes. 

It may be claimed that a bank note cur- 
rency will be ‘“‘ elastic’’ if the banks are 
allowed to issue notes against their de- 
posits instead of bonds, as at present. But 
the dangers of allowing that to be done have 
been described by Tue TRIBUNE. To sac- 
rifice safety in order to get the blessings 
of “‘ elasticity "’ is to pay far too high a 
price. 

Now is it true that “ elasticity '’ cannot 
be secured under a safe governmental sys- 
tem of note issues. It can be had by pro- 
viding for the immediate conversion of 
government bonds into greenbaéks when 
needed. Then there will be an opportunity 
for an almost automatic expansion and con- 
traction of the currency. The total bonded 
indebtedness at this moment is nearly 850 
millions, of that sum the national, Sta‘e, 
private, and savings banks hold nearly 450 
millions. Some bonds are owned in Kurope, 
and are inaccessible. A considerable 
amount are owned in large blocks by Ameri- 
can capitalists as an absolutely safe invest- 
ment. These bonds are not out of reach. 

Supposing there is such a demand for 
money as to raise its price—the rate of in- 
terest paid for its use—a trifle above the 
current commercial rate. Then all the 
banks will have to doin order to meet tife 
demand will be to take the bonds they own, 
or can buy or borrow, and deposit them with 
the Treasury, receiving in exchange the face 
of the bonds in greenbacks, of which the 
government must have a stock in hand 
ready for issue, the interest on those 
bonds to accrue to the government while 
in its hands. Then when the pressure for 
money is over, the banks will return the 
greenbacks and regain the bonds they had 
put up for the currency accommodation. 

The objection may be raised that this 
scheme will benefit the banks more than it 
will anybody else because they will draw in- 
terest not merely on the bonds, but also on 
the greenbacks which they have borrowed 
with the bonds. That is a difficulty easily 
disposed of. This plan makes a very sim- 
ple, safe, and elastic method of relieving a 
stringent money market. Thus, whenever 
there is a special demand for money to ac- 
commodate bank customers the government 
will divide the profits with the banks, for it 
will not have to pay interest on those bonds 
while they ane lodged in its vaults. If, for 
any reason, the depositors of the bonds 
should not redeem them, then all the gov- 
ernment has to do is to sell the bonds, and 
with the proceeds retire the greenbacks is- 
sued for them. 

2. Whenever there is a stringent money 
market the first thing the banks do is to en- 
deavor to protect their note issues. And to do 
that they refuse to accommodate their cus- 
tomers. They decline to discount good paper, 
or to loan them money. They call in their 
demand loans at no matter what sacrifice 
to the borrowers. Their energies are con- 
centrated on getting money into their vaults. 
For that purpose they pinch those who have 
been doing business with them. The hanks 
want to make sure of their ability to redeem 
their currency notes in greenbacks on de- 
mand. The fact that they have such notes 
outstanding makes the banks nervous and 
by refusing to accommodate their customers 
tends to intensify panics and make bad 
times worse. For that reason, if for no oth- 
er, there should be no bank notes. It were 
better that such issue should never be al- 
lowed. They are a dangerous currency in 
‘stringent times. 

It ig true that when the government issues 
currency, and is called on to redeem it, the 
government has “no bills to call in or col- 
lect."” So much the better. For then it is 
not obliged to squeeze and ruin borrowers 
as banks are compelled to do to save them- 
selyes when hard times come and they have 
note issues outstanding to redeem on de- 
mand. 

The government had to accept the help of 
patriotic citizens last year to replenish its 
shrinking gold reserve, as our correspondent 
states, so that it might be able to redeem 
the legal tenders on demand in yellow 
metal. The reason was that Congress had 
failed to authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to sell “gold’’ bonds for gold. 
All the authority he had—and that was dis- 
puted by the free silverites—was to sell 
“coin bonds for what they would fetch— 
that is, bonds which would have been re- 
deemed in 40-cent silver dollars if Bryan had 
been President instead of Cleveland. If 
Cleveland and Carlisle had been able to sell 
4 per cent ‘‘gold” bonds abundant pur- 
chasers could have been found for hundreds 
of millions of those Wonds at a large pre- 
mium at any time since Cleveland was in- 
augurated in March, 1898, and there would 
have been no panic which cost the country a 
loss of billions. reo = of authority .from

Our correspondent must not fancy that 
the only way in which the government can 
got’ gold is by selling gold nds or “ ask- 
ing the aid of patriotic citizens.”” The gov- 
ernment has the use of all the gold bullion 
which is produced by the American mines. 
Tne owners of that bullion sell it at the 
mints for currency, and thus the govern- 
ment gets hold of something like 60 millions 
of goid annually. The Alaska mines will 
increase that amount next year to probably 
100 millions. 

Then, too, the banks and others are con- 
stantly taking gold to the Treasury to ex- 
change it for currency, which is so much 
more convenient to handle, and answers 
their purpose so much better than gold coin. 
If the government would pay the express 
charges on gold in transit for exchange 
and on notes returned for the same, the 
amount of gold deposited in the Treasury 
would be much greater than it is, perhaps 
0 millions or more. Both those important 
sources of gold supply are overlooked by 
the correspondent, but should not be. 

It may be alleged that Congress will au- 
thorize the issue of too many greenbacks. 
If the banks and the public think those 
notes are being issued in excess of a healthy 
demand they will take those notes to the 
Treasury and have them redeemed in gold. 
Thus the inflation of the currency which is 
feared will be checked promptly and au- 
tomatically. 

Critics may assert that not all the gold 
needed for redemption purposes will be 
provided by the sources of supply men- 
tioned above; that it will be necessary to 
sell bonds frequently to get gold; and that 
the interest-bearing indebtedness of the 
government will be increasing continually. 
Not at all. For when greenbacks which 
have been redeemed at times when there is 
no special demand for gold accumulate in 


| the Treasury the government can use them 


to purchase its bonds at their market value 
and thereby stop interest on the bonds. 
This will prevent a contraction of the cur- 
tency which might cause stringency in the 
money market, and will reduce the interest 
bill of the government. 

What can be simpler or gafer than the 
plan for a government currency outlined 
above? By withdrawing from the banks 
the power to issue notes it will enable them 
ta devote their capital and resources ex- 
clusively to the accommodation of their 
customers and to relieve a local or a gen- 
eral stringency. If they held money to 
ioan all they have to do is to take to the 
Treasury government bonds they own or 
cun borrow, as explained above, and get 
new greenbacks for them. Those green- 
backs will be safe because behind them 
stands the Treasury department with am- 
ple power to buy gold by selling bonds with 
which te redeem them. Then, when the 
urgent call for more money slackens up, 
the banks will take back their bonds in 
order to recover the interest on them, and 
the volume of greenback currency will de- 
crease as the demand for it falls off. 

4. Great trouble need be feared as to the 
kind of coin in which the bank notes are to 
be redeemed if those notes are made the sole 
currency. Should the banks be called an to 
redeem 700 or 800 millions of their notes in 
gold there would be great danger of a gen- 
eral suspension and smash up of the banks 
by failing to stand a run for gold. Thus far 
the problem of note redemption has not 
troubled the national banks very much. 
They have redeemed very few notes over 
their counters. They have had no runs of 
note-holders, because they have not re- 
deemed in gold. Practically the government 
has redeemed all the bank notes since re- 
sumption in 1878. The banks have deposited 
a certain small] amount of “ lawful money ”’ 
—always greenbacks, and hever gold—in the 
Treasury department at Washington, and 
it has redeemed their notes with the green- 
backs they deposited. People who hold bank 
notes and want gold have first to get these 
notes redeemed in greenbacks and then take 
those grvennecns to the Treasury and get 
the gold for them. That has been the case 
for the last nineteen years. The credit and 
gold of the Federal government have taken 
care of the bank notes allthe time. The gov- 
ernment, and not the banks, has redeemed 
those notes. 

Then of what use has been the 230 mil- 
lions or more of bank notes? It would have 
been better for the government had it issued 
greenbacks to the public instead of the notes 
the banks were allowed to issue. and thus 
have saved that Interest on bonds which the 
banks got for doing nothing. 

On the other hand. if all the legal tenders 
were withdrawn and canceled and the banks 
allowed to issue notes to fil? their place they 
would have to face the hard problem of note 
redemption in “‘ lawful money ” without the 
aid of the government and the greenbacks 
They would not be able to stand a run. The 
national banks would squeeze their cus- 
tomers to get the money with which to meet 


'-@ run for gold redemption. They would not 


succeed, but they would produce horrible 
distress among a million business-men all 
over the United States by their frantic ef- 
forts to put themselves in a position where 
they could redeem on demand in gold hun- 
dreds of millions of their notes without being 
driven to suspend and go into liquidation. 

5. The ugly silver coinage question is 
still an unsolved problem. Congress has 
not attempted to deal with it. But as the 
severnment bought the bullion, edined it 
into dollars, which had less than a dollar’s 
worth of silver in them, emitted those coins, 
and pocketed the rakeoff, it is bound by 
every consideration of honor, duty, and 
equity to keep those half bogus silver dol- 
lars at par, and to redeem them in gold on 
demand. But should the national banks be 
allowed to redeem their notes in those 60 
per cent flat dollars, and then depend on 
the government to redeem them in g£0ld— 
that is, continue to redeem the bank notes, 
as it is doing now? 

The sum, and substance of the whole mat- 
ter is, that the -coinage and issue of re- 
deemable credit money should be left ex- 
clusively to the national government. No 
eee’ mould be allowed to emit notes to 
circulate as money. The only naper mo 
should be United States notes, called bis ae 
backs,’’ redeemable in gold on demand. 
The Treasury department should be given 
the means of obtaining gold whenever 
needed by the business public. The way of 
doing it has been pointed out, and many 
billions of individual credit deposits and 
securities depend on that redemption, which 
the banks cannot be depended upon in a 
stringency or monetary panic to perform.

Committee Appointed to More Clearly 
Define That Relating to 
Substitutes. 


A committee consisting of Trustee Thomas 
Cusack and Superintendent Lane was ap- 
pointed by the Committee on School Man- 
agement of&he Board of Education yester- 
day to revise the rule in reference to sub- 
stitute teachers. The present rule is that 
a teacher does not forfeit the right to a 
certificate to teach in the Chicago schools 
except after an absence for more than three 
years. The rule aigo allows a teacher to 
retain a certificate in the Chicago schools, 
provided it is shown that the teacher has 
taught in a school of equal grade during the 
three years. A great many, it is claimed, 
have taken advantage of this rule by teach- 
ing for a few day or weeks before the limit 
expires, thus entitling them to a certificate. 
The rule has also n abused since the 
passage of the pension law. Many teachers 
who left school previous to that time, and 
who have only done occasional substitute 
work since, have made epplication to be 
placed on the roll as regular teachers. Sub- 
stitutes have heretofore never been recog- 
nized under the rules of the board. The 
wording of the rule on the question is said 
to be ambiguous, and it is to make the terms 
of the rule definite that the committee was 
appointed. .

TALKS TO JOHN SHERMAN. | 


SIR WILFRID LAURIER CONFERS 
WITH SECRETARY OF STATE, 


Two Premiers Hold the First of a Se- 
ries of Formal Conferences for the 
Purpose of Bringing About as 
Agreement en Many Questions Now 
the Cause of Friction Between the 
United States and the Dominion of 
Canada. 


Washington, D. C., Novy. 11.—Secretary 
Sherman and Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Pre- 
mier of Canada, this afternoon began the 
first of a series of formal conferences for 
the purpose of bringing about an agree- 
ment by which as many as possible of the 
questions now causing friction between the 
United States and the Dominion of Canada 
may be amicably adjusted by treaty or 
otherwise. These conferences will be in- 
dependent of the Bering Sea seal fisheries 
conference, which was the immediate oc- 
casion for the Canadian Premier's present 
visit to Washington. ’ 

Mr. Sherman and Sir Wilfrid were to- 
gether for two hours. It can be stated on 
authority that the discussion was devated 
to the consideration of the many important 
questions affecting the general relations be- 
tween the United States and Canada. In 
such a discussion the Secretary of State and 
the Canadian Premier found themselves in 
much accord. Mr. Sherman has long favored 
the most cordial relations between the 
United States and Canada, having been 
while in the Senate the author of several 
resolutions in that direction. Sir Wilfrid has 
been the conspicuous exponent of the same 
view in Canada. 


Not Restrained by England. 


In view of cable reports from Loadon 
stating that Mr. Chamberlain, Secretary of 
State for the Colonies in the Salisbury Cab- 
inet, had expressed to Lord Aberdeen, Gov- 
ernor General of Canada, a strong disap- 
proval of any move by Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
looking to placing the United States on the 
sume basis as Great Britain in tariff affairs, 
the matter was called to the attention of 
tne Canadian officials. In response an au- 
thoritative statement was made that no such 
disapproval had been cxpressed by the im- 
perial authorities, and that Lord Aberdeen 
had received no such notification from Mr. 
(Chamberlain or other source, as his Lord- 
ship was with members of the Laurier party 
up to the time they left Ottawa, and no 
mention was made of any such disapproba- 
tion from imperial quarters. 


Canadian Grain Not Wanted. 


The officials of the Agricultural depart- 
ment are somewhat concerned over the visit 
of Premier Laurier of Canada, in view of 
the concessions which it is considered 
probable he will ask under the reciprocity 
provision of the tariff law. They are ap- 
prehensive that the Premier will direct his 
attention particularly to securing a reduc- 
tion of the tariff rates on Canada’s agri- 
cultural products shipped to this country, 
and are inclined to antagonize any con- 
cessions upon these lines. It is expected 
that a concession will be asked especially 
on barley, but the department officials hold 
that this country is capable of producing 
its own barley, and believe that the farmers 
do not want a reduced tariff on this ar- 
ticle to practically the only country whose 
competition gives them any concern. The 
opinion expressed at the department is that 
it will be well for the United States to con- 
fine its reciprocity relations with Canada 
largely to fish and coal, on which of the 
Canadian products it is believed there might 
be a reduction without especial injury to 
American interests. 


Banquet at the White House. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Canadian Premier, 
Sir Louis Davies, the Minister of Marine of 
Canada, and the other officials who are tak- 
ing part in the Bering Sea negotiations, 
were entertained at dinner by President Mc- 
Kinley at the Executive Mansion tonight. 
The list of guests was confined to gentie- 
men, and included the members of the 
Cabinet. The guests assembled in the blue 
parlor shortly before 8 o'clock, where 
President McKinley met them. Escorting 
Premier Laurier, the President led the way 
to the private dining room, where the table, 
simply adorned with white chrysanthe- 
mums, was set. The Marine Band was 
present and played throughout the dinner. 


CANADA HAS THE BEST OF IT. 


Official Reports Prove That the Fur 
Seals Are Exterminated Under 
the British Flag. 


Washington, D. C., Noy. 11.—Today’s 
Bering Sea conference began at 11 o’clock 
with a full representation of the British, 
Canadian, and American officials. For the 
first time the statistics of the catch of seals 
for the present year were available. These 
were compiled by the American officials and 
brought out prominently two features which 
were regarded as most important in sup- 
porting the American contention—namely: 
That the catch had fallen off about one-half 
during the present season, showing conclu- 
sively in the opinion of the American ex- 
perts that the seal heard was being rapidly 
wiped out, and, second, that the catch of 
seals from thé American islands in Bering 
Sea was about fifteen to one es between 
the Canadian sealers under the British flag 
and American sealers. The same propor- 
tion was shown to exist throughout the 
waters of the North Pacific. In detail the 
figures for this seasons catch, now made 
available for the first time, are as follows: 

Total catch of seals in the North Pacific 
for the present season, 38,700, against 73,000 
last year. The total catch this year is di- 
vided as follows: Taken by. British vessels, 
80,800; by American vessels, 4,100; by Japan- 
ese vessels, 8,800. The catch in Bering Sea, 
which is that portion of the North Pacific 
in which the United States is interested, is 
16,650 for the present season, against 29,500 
last season, a reduction of about one-half. 
Of the catch In Bering Sea British vessels 
took 15,600; American vessels, 1,050. The 
figures make no distinction between British 
and Canadian vessels, as practically all the 
sealing is done by Canadian vessels, which, 
however, are nominally classed as British. 

At today’s conference the report of Pro- 
fessor Lucas upon the habits of the seal 
was read, as were also the reports of Messrs. 
Jordan, Thompson, and Macoun. The re- 
ports of Professors Jordan and Thompson 
hed not been exchanged heretofore. The 
papers led to considerable discussion, which 
was, generally speaking, of an amicable 
character, although some marked differ- 
ences of opinion were expressed.

LYMAN -ABBOTT’S ATTEMPT TO 
“SQUARE EVOLUTION WITH FAITH. 


Vital Inconsistencies in “ Theology of 
an Evolutionist,” Which Indicate 
That the Author’s Half-Way Station 
Is Untenable—He Has Cut Himself 
Off from the Church on One Hand 
and from the Main Body of Evolu- 
tionists on the Other. 


HE most unsatisfac- 
tory chapter in the 

Rev. Dr. Lyman 
Abbott's “‘ The The- 
ology of an Evo- 

lutionist "" (Hough- 
ton-Miffiin), is that 
on miracles. In it 
the author accom- 
plishes the disas- 
trous feat that poli- 
ticilans call a strad- 
dle. ‘* The doctrine 
of evolution, then,”’ 
he concludes, “is 
not, as it seems to 
be, inconsistent with 
belief that at certain epochs of the world’s 
history, and for certain special moral 
ends, there occurred unusual events which 
awakened attention and have served as 
signs of a superhuman power.’’ Here speaks 
the theologian, and cuts himself off from 
the. main body of evolutionists. 

On the other hand Dr. Abbott no less ef- 
fectively cuts himself off from the orthodox 
clergy, for he picks and chooses among the 
miracles, accepting some and rejecting 
others. ‘I believe in the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ as the best attested fact of an- 
cient history,’ he says. ‘‘ I. do not believe 
that the sun stood Still and the moon staid 
in the Valley of Ajalon at Joshua's com- 
mand; and I am still uncertain as to what 
interpretation is to be given to the wonder- 
ful stories in the book of Daniel.” 

Dr. Lyman Abbott is on the toboggan 
slide—or on the steep ascent to the mountain 
top of truth—whichever you wish to call it. 
The point is that his position is utterly 
untenable for any man who goes on think- 
ing. His very state of uncertainty about 
some of the miracles indicates whither he is 
bound. There is absolutely no permanent 
stopping place between Dr. Abbott's present 
position and the complete agnosticism of 
Goldwin Smith and Herbert Spencer.

the theology of the future will gladly ac- 
cept these conclusions. And, finally, it will 
affirm that this infinite and eternal energy 
is itself intelligent and beneficent—an in- 
finitely wise and holy spirit, dwelling within

human body and forms and controls it from 
within.”’ 

So far Dr. Abbott is logical and consistent. 
But when, in order to escape what John 
Burroughs has called the ‘“‘ cosmic chill” 
of the full evolutionary thought, he lugs in 
the idea that this vast system is all run for 
the benefit of the individual human atom he 
merely shows how precarious is his foothold 
on the face of that aforementioned cliff.

In short, Dr. Abbott thinks he will climb 
back whenever it becomes a question of 
swimming. But that is impossible for any 
healthy mind. The word-splitting by which 
he draws a distinction between miracles 
done as mere marvels and those done for a 
moral end—rejecting the one class and ac- 
cepting the other—is nonsense for any one 
who has once accepted the doctrine of evo- 
lution as an entirety. 

Dr. Abbott still clings to the homocentric 
idea of the universe. Upon Herbert Spencer's 
axiom that “ we are ever in the presence of 
an infinite and eternal energy from which 
all things proceed ’’ he has grafted the Vast 
ecclesiastical egotism that makes the in- 
dividual human being to be the end and ob- 
ject for which the stars and illimitable sys- 
tems of «the universe were created. That 
idea can no more stand permanently in the 
presence of the evolutionary system than 
the old Ptolemaic theory that made the earth 
the center of the universe could stand in the 
presence of:the new thought of Copernicus. 
Herein lies the fatal weakness of Dr. Ab- 
bott’s so-called Christian evolutionism. With 
that weakness in sight all his hair-splitting 
about which miracles to believe and which 
to reject becomes of a piece with the disputa-

Argentine frosts and their da were 
rractically eliminated from the wheat mar- 
ket yesterday as a consideration, but not- 
withstanding this December wheat closed 
at the last price of Wednesday and May 
showed an advance of %c to %c. It is true 
there were cables referring to the damage 
caused by frost in the Argentine, but the 
sensational advices of Wednesday were to 
a certain extent discredited by a sharp reac- 
tion. in Liverpool. The 
dispatches regarding 
| the Argentine situa- 
tion were just about 
what might be ex- 
pected with the crop 
in its present condi- 
tion and from a coun- 
try of so great an 
area. Cables refer- 
ring to damage left 
the question of the 
extent. of that dam- 
age in doubt, and 
there were cables 
even questioning the 
authority of frost an- 
nouncéments. It is 
characteristic of the 
damage done by frost 
to wheat eitherin the 
December Wheat Range. bh xn or in the milk 
that it does not develop until harvest. 
Liverpool was off 144d on some of the fu- 
tures early; and closed with spot wheat and 
most of the futures ld below closing quo- 
tations of Wednesday. Continental markets 
were steady to a fraction higher. The ca- 
bles and a decidedly bearish summary by 
the Price Current were the occasion of an 
opening of a concession of \%c, and fur- 
nished an opportunity for the bear contin- 
gent to sell recklessly. 


Attempted Raid in January Wheat. 


By far the most interesting pit incident 
of the day was the play in January and 
February wheat. These are futures in which 
there is not an active trade and the Barrett 
house selected them as a point of attack on 
the 
wheat has not been mentioned to any ex- 
tent since the first sale was made by Harris 
at 2c under December price. It has been 
running along at about that discount. Bar- 
reit began offering January freely and sold 
it first in scattered 5,000-bu lots. His atti- 
tude showed the utmost confidence in his 
tactics and he increased his offerings to 
25,000-bu lots. He was met on this proposi- 
tion by Lester and by other people trading 
for the December holders and found that 
instead of being on the aggressive he was 
put on the defensive. His selling put the 
price of January wheat 1\%c below May, but 
by the time he had disposed of 150,000 bu 
January and May wheat were at a common 
price, and so held during the remainder of 
the day. A similar effort was made with 
wheat for February delivery, but with the 
Same general result. The outcome of the 
attempted raid was taken as significant of 
the strength of the postition of the people 
in control of December wheat and showed 
that they are disposed on occasion to give 
an illustration of their confidence. The Bar- 
rett house was a conspicuous seijer of May 
at the low prices of the day, and equally as 
conspicuous in buying from 90c up. Beside 
the lower cables and the Price Current ex- 
pression of opinion the movement figures 
were rather bearish. The Northwestern 
markets had 970 cars, against 451 a year 
ago. Local receipts were 136 cars, against 
49 a year ago. The receipts at the three 
points were almost as heavy as a week ago 
and more than double those of a year ago.

ERY IN A FIERCE MORNING FIRE. 


Lion Department Store in Milwaukee 
Avenue and Niné Small Cottages 
Destroyed by Flames of Mysterious 
Origin—Losses to Property-Owners 
and Insurance Companies Amount 
te More than $200,000—Scores of 
Losers in Large and Small Amounts. 


The heroism of Max Sussman during & 
fire which burned “ The Lion” department 
store on Milwaukee avenue yesterday morn- 
ing saved the lives of a dozen families living 
in the cottages in the rear and on either side 
of the burning building. While the walis 
of the four-story structure tottered and 
threatened to fall and bury beneath them 
both houses and tenants, Sussman dragged 
some of the -cottagers from their beds, and 
others, who refused to abandon their pos- 
sessions, he fairly drove to places of safety. 
None apparently knew of the danger until 
Sussman, dressed only in his night clothes, 
ran from house to house and told the occu- 
pants of the insecurity of the walls. One 
woman, staggering under the load of four 
chairs, Sussman carried across Bauwans 
street just as the rear wall fell, burying hine 
cottages under a mass of brick. 


He Alone Saw Danger. 


é fire hero lives at 265 West Blackhawk 
rast From his window he saw the fire a 
block away. It had been burning some time 
before he awakened, and the first thing 
which attracted his attention was the 
threatening aspect of the side and rear walls. 
He saw the tenants of the cottages, unmind- 
ful of their danger, excitedly working to 
save their furniture, while the streams of 
water from the score of engine companies 
pouring water into and against the build- 
ing weakened the supports and increased the 

ril. 

P Without waiting to dress he hurried back 
into the rear yards and succeeded in driving 
several families into places of safety before 
the walls fell. Another herodc action was 
that of Miss Minnie Simpson, a dressmaker, 
29 Bauwans street. She hurried to the base- 
ment of the house, and taking up the several 
small children of August Loetz she carried 
them to the home of Fred Smith, a relative 
of Loetz, in Logan square. 

The fire in the “ Lion" destroyed $185,000 
of property. Only the front wall remains 
standing, the others having fallen or crum- 
bled away gradually during the progress af 
the fire. The losses are as follows: The 
Lion Department Store stock, owned by W. 
A. Wieboldt & Co., $150,000; the two four- 
story brick buildings (front and rear), oc- 
cupled by the store owners, John E. Dean 
and W. A. Wieboldt, $25,000; Charles H. 
Kuehn Block, 9385 Milwaukee avenue, owner, 
Charles H. Kuehn, damage from water and 
smoke, $2,000; John Kueghmeister, owner, 
and residence, 31 Bauwans street, two-story 
brick house, nearly destroyed by falling wall, 
$2,000; and many others.

Killen Sounds Fire Alarm. 


The fire was discovered at 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning by A. T. Killen, a livery- 
man with stables on Paulina street. He 
suw the flames burstin,z out of the side win- 
dows of the third floor and gave the alarm 
to the Fire department by telephone. Kil- 
len entered the building, and after warning 
Andrew Nelson, the fireman, and Jacob So- 
renson, the night watchman, who were in 
the basement, he found that the fire was 
shooting up the elevator shaft from the 
basement to the top of the building. 

The three men were soon forced to retreat 
and give way to the firemen, who had 
arrived, with Assistant Marshal Musham in 
charge. In twenty minutes after the first 
engines were there the rear wall had fallen, 
carrying with it the roof and portions of the 
side wall. 


* Lion ” a Landmark. 


“The Lion ’’ was a landmark in the north- 
western part of the city, especially among 
the poorer people. It has been in existence 
for twelve years and an extensive trade has 
been built up. The first store occupied by 
the firm was in a small! frame structure on 
the same street. Later a larger store wes 
started directly across the street from the 
present one, and a few years ago quarters 
were obtained in the building which was 
burned yesterday. 

The principal member of the firm is VW. 
A. Wieboldt. His partners are E. Caller- 
man and Charles Hanson. Mr. Wieboldt 
was an early arrival at the scene of the 
fire, but he refused to make any statement. 
Mr. Callerman said: 

“Our loss will reach fully $150,000. We 
had a large stock ready to be disposed of 


during the holidays, and as far as I can see . 


nothing whatever remains. However, we 
will immediately open an office on West 
North avenue and lay plans for beginning 
business. I have not the slightest idea how 
the fire started. I have investigated as thor- 
oughly as possible, but the origin is a mys- 
tery. There was nobody but the watchman 
and the fireman in the building at the time 
and they are unable to give me any informa- 
tion.”’ 


Father and Son Escape Flames. 
Fire in the residence of John Scott, in 
North Harvey, at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
morning forced Scott to jump from a second 
story window with his 15-year-old son 
Marion to save their lives. They were 


awakened by flames and smoke in their bed- 


room, to find that the fire cut off their 
escape by means of the stairway, which, 
with the halls and entire rear portion of 
the trame house, was in fames. They were 
driven close to the walis of their room and 
as a last resort were forced to leap from the 
window.

MAY STOP LAND MAKING. 


Corporation Counsel Acts in 
Twenty-fifth Street Matter. 


FORMER DECISION IS QUOTED 


Corporation Counsel Thornton came back 
at the Illinois Central railway yesterday 
with a cross bill filed in Judge Freeman's 
court, in which he asks that the railway 
company be enjoined from filling in the 
lake between the shore and the new break- 
water it is constructing between Twenty- 
fifth and Twenty-seventh streets, dts pur- 
pose being ‘to erect a roundhouse on the 
five acres thus made. As the original suit 
was begun by the Illinois Central in an at- 
tempt to enjoin the city from using its police 
to prévent it from doing the work, the issue 
may be said to be now fully joined. 

Mr. Thornton also filed an answer to the 
bill of the company asking for an injunc- 
tion against the city, in which he admits 
that the company is operating under a 
charter granted by the State in 1551, and 
under which it claims the right to acquire 
land necessary to its business, but calls 
attention to the fact that the charter pro- 
vides it shall locate no buildings inside the 
limits of any city without obtaining the 
consent of the City Council, and it has not 
asked for or obtained the consent of the 
Chicago Council in this instance. 

As to the claims of th# company that the 
right to the submerged lands along the lake 
shore was given it by the Legislature by 
the act of 1869, Mr. Thornton set up the de- 
cision of the United States Supreme Court 
in ‘‘ the lake front case,”’ in which this mat- 
ter was fully adjudicated, and says: 

“It was decided in said lake front case 
that the Legislature of Illinois had not the 
right to grant the fee simple of the bed of said 
lake to the Illinols Central railroad com- 
pany or to any one else; and this defendant 
insists that, however great, wealthy, and 
powerful the said railroad company has be- 
come, it cannot take of its own volition what 
it cannot buy, as it admits and boldly as- 
serts in and by its said bill of complaint itis 
about to do.”’ 
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Property-owners along Wells, Cornelia, 
and Cortez streets are becoming much ex- 
ercised over the delay in letting the contract 
for the paving of those thoroughfares and 
demanding that something be done and that 
soon. The assessment for the work has al- 
ready been collected and the streets were to 
have been paved with asphalt this fall. A 
couple of men, however, named Leonard and 
Ryan put in a bid for the work at figures 
much lower than any of the regular asphalt 
contractors could afford to takeitfor. They 
were unable, however, to show any ability 
to perform the work and Commissioner Mc- 


‘Gann said the other day he would have to 


reject their bid as worthless. 
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Electrician Chapman of the North Side 
Street railway company and City Electrician 
Ellicott locked horns yesterday over the 
plans for the new trolley line to be built in 
Evanston avenue. Mr. Ellicott insisted that 
a copper wire must be laid for the return 
current in order to guard against injury 
to the city’s underground pipes and Mr. 
Chapman declared it was unnecessary. 
They argued the matter the whole after- 
noon without any result and will hold an 
adjourned session of their joint debate this 
morning. 
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All of the city offices, except those of the 
Corporation Counsel and the Police, Fire, 
and Health departments, were closed yes- 
terday on account of Ald. Ludolph’s funeral. 


M’MULLEN, TOO, HAS FLOWN. 


Another of the Accused Seventeenth 
Ward Election Officials Missing 
in the Courtroom. 


The judges and clerks of election in the 
Fifteenth Precinct of the Seventeenth Ward 
charged with collusion and fraud in the 
effort to defeat the election of Alderman 
James Walsh were to have been arraigned 
for trial yesterday before Judge Waterman 
in the Criminal Court upon the indictments 
standing against them. The cases were 
called at the morning session and two of the 
five under indictment did not appear to an- 
swer to the charges against them. These 
are Adolph Freese, a judge of election, and 
John J. McMullen, a clerk. Their bonds, on 
both of which ex-Alderman Maurice O’Con- 
nor was surety, were pronounced forfeited. 

Patrick Ferris, one of the indicted judges, 
whom Sheriff Pease’s deputies have said 
they could not find to arrest, walked into 
court and surrendered himself. He has been 
in the employ of the present city administra- 
tion as an inspector of streets and alleys in 
Superintendent Fitzpatrick’s department un- 
til within a few weeks ago, when the matter 
was brought forcibly to the attention of 
Mayor Harrison. He was placed in the 
County Jail in default of bond. 

The other two men arraigned yesterday 
were John J. Hanrahan, one of the election 
judges of the precinct, and Albert J. Purvis, 
a clerk. Hanrahan has been in jail since 
last Tuesday. Purvis is out on bail, his bail 
bond being signed by ex-Alderman O'Con- 
nor and Patrick Donahue. Lawyers Dona- 
hoe and Hartnett appeared yesterday for the 
indicted men, who will stand trial. They 
asked for a continuance on the ground that 
they have not had timé to prepare them- 
selves for the trial, and the request was 
granted until next Wednesday morning. 

The flight of McMullen is a problem, for 
it had been supposed that he would be ready 
to stand trial when the time came. It !s 
generally believed now that Freese has left 
the State, and that some prominent politi- 
cians have aided him in getting away. These 
political managers feared, it is said, that jf 
these men were pushed too hard they would 
tell all they knew of the alleged effort made 
at the last election to defraud Alderman 
Walsh out of his seat in the Common Coun- 
cil and to put Stephen Revere in his place. 

The absence of McMullen has not disturbed 
the prosecution. He has been counted from 
the first one of the least harmless of the 
quintet. Ferris is the one at whom they will 
aim their biggest guns, for they are con- 
vinced, they say, that he was largely re- 
sponsible for the execution of the plan of 
fraud which they have discovered. Freese 
and McMullen are counted as “‘ weak ’uns,”’ 
whom the politicians behind the conspiracy 
could not trust. They think that Ferris will 
stand the pressure, however hard it is. 


SAY THERE IS NO BLACKLIST. 


Switchmen and Railroad Officials Tes- 
tify in the Ketcham-North- 
western Case. 


Switchmen who at the time of the A. R. U. 
strike joined the strikers and after the 
trouble was settled were given positions 
either in their old places or by other com- 
panies testified yesterday for the defense 
in the Ketcham alleged blacklisting and 
conspiracy case in Judge Clifford's court. 
Most of the witnesses testified that they 
exeprienced no trouble in securing employ- 
ment, notwithstanding the fact that they 
had joined the strikers.

| Monetary Proposals and Points Out 


Their Audacity and Weakness 
No International Agreement Pos- 
sible—Exhaustive Comment on the 
Official Correspondence—Blow at 
the Bimetallic Craze. 


, London Standard, Oct. 23: The official 
forrespondence respecting the currency pro- 
posals made by Senator Wolcott, General 
Paine, and Mr. Stevenson on behalf of the 
United States government, with the object 
of bringing about an international agree- 
ment for a stable ratio of exchange between 
gold and silver, was issued last night. The 
abstract shows that her Majesty's govern- 
ment has.turned a deaf ear to the blandish- 
ments of the silverites. It was bound by the 
‘obligations of courtesy to receive the special 
envoys sent by President McKinley, to listen 


to what they had to say, and, to some extent, 


to investigate the question afresh, notwith- 
standing that every one knew beforehand 
what the conclusion ought to be. 

This duty has been discharged in a man- 
ner which, if it does not put an end to the 
bimetallic agitation in this country—which 
it should do—gives the United States clearly 
and irrevocably to understand that it is idle 
to seek relief from the currency difficulties 
which have been created there at the ex- 
pense of Great Britain or even of India. 

An international agreement is out of the 
question sso far as Great Britain is con- 
cerned. This is the effect of the correspond- 


bluntly. The Republican party will, no 
doubt, be keenly disappointed at the un- 
qualified failure of their mission, and the 
Bryanites will have the satisfaction of 
knowing that events have justified them in 
the ridicule which, during the Presidential 
campaign, they poured upon the idea of se- 
curing a fixed ratio between the two metals 
by negotiation in Europe. That, however, 
is the affair of the United States. 

We are not now called upon to discuss 
the consequences to parties there and the 
stimulus that will be given to the Bryanite 
contention, in view of the Presidential elec- 
tion four years hence, that the union should 
lead the way at the ratio of 14 to 1 whether 
the rest of the world chooses to follow or not. 

What we are concerned with immediately 
is the satisfactory character of the decision 
of the government. It has come out 
of the conferences unconverted—we might 
almost say uninfluenced—by the silverite 
arguments. We still think that the question 
was rather awkwardly handled and that 
the city had good cause for the impression 
that a minority in the Cabinet were en- 
deavoring to tamper with principles which 
should be held inviolate if the financial and 
industrial equilibrium in this country is to 
be maintained. A feeling of uneasiness was 
unnecessarily created not only by the let- 
ter of the Governor of the Bank of England 
to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, but even 
more so by the absence of any explanatory 
statement from the Treasury. It was a 
mistake in tactics, but ene which most peo- 
ple will readily forget now that the sound- 
ness of the government policy is demon- 
strated. 

It is not surprising that fears of defection 
were entertained, for the rumors that Sena- 
tor Wolcott's proposais were of a sweeping 
nature are now seen to have been thorough- 
ly well founded. They were, indeed, of a 
most extraordinary character. The envoys 
asked not only that the Indian mints should 
be opened and that one-fifth of the re- 
rerve in the Bank of England should be held 
in silver, but also that the government 
should raise the legal tender limit of silver 
to £10, should issue 20 shilling notes based on 
silver, should withdraw half sovereigns, 
and substitute paper based on silvér—as if 
Fingland were in need of paper currency!— 
and agree to coin annually a fixed sum of 
silver, the amount to be afterwards deter- 
mined. 

They submitted also an alternative pro- 
posal, in accordance with which the govern- 
ment should agree to purchase each: year 
a certain amount of silver at coinage value, 
should open the English mints to the coin- 
age of rupees and of a British dollar which 
sfhould be fuJl tender in the silver stand- 
ard colonies as well as in the United King- 
com, the coinage of silver in Egypt, and 
“‘ something having the general scope of the 
Huskisson plan.’’ 

But, broadly speaking, the whole question, 
as disclosed in the correspondence, was re- 
ducible to a single practical issue: Should 
the Indian mints be reopened? 

Two meetings were held at the Foreign 
Office in July to discuss the wider aspects 
o1 the matter. At the first of these Senator 
Wolcott explained his views; and this he 
dij with a degree of ability which shows 
that President McKinley knows how to 
choose a man of talent when there is diffi- 
cult, if not hopeless, work to be done out- 
side of the United States. He assured the 
Ministers present that he had obtained the 
agreement of the French government to 
his general proposals, and that the Un:ted 
States would yield to the French prefer- 
ence for a ratio of 15% tol. But the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer sald outright that 
he thought a negative answer ‘“* would un- 
doubtedly be given ”’ to the request that the 
English mints be opened to the coinage of 
silver. 

Then the conference was adjourned for the 
attendance of Baron de Courcel. His Ex- 
cellency presented the views of his govern- 
ment with becoming skill and address, but 
we notice that he cleverly parried a ques- 
tion by Lord Salisbury, who asked whether 
the French government would decline to 
open its mints unless England would also 
open hers. He preferred. to discuss the 
subject on the basis of France following 
the lead of England. 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach put an end to 
fencing by declaring that ‘‘the English 
government ‘would not agree to open Eng- 
lish mints to the unlimited coinage of silver, 
and that whatever views he and his col- 
leagues might separately hold on the ques- 
tion of bimetallism he thought he could 
say they were united upon this point.’’ 

After that there was little for the confer- 
ence to talk about. In colloquial language, 
the “‘ bottom was knocked out of the dis- 
cussion.’’ All that remained to be done by the 
government was formally to ascertain, as a 
distinct question without relation to the 
large proposals for an international bime- 
tallic alliance between England, France, and 
the United States, wha’ che Indian govern- 
ment thought about tne appeal for the re- 
opening of the mints of that portion of the 
empire. 

The Indian government replied in a vigor- 
ous dispatch, emphatically condemning the 
suggestion and giving a host of closely rea- 
soned arguments. This document covers six 
pages of the correspondence. Its facts are 
convincing and its logic is irresistible. Lord 
Elgin and his colleagues have never done a 
finer piece of work than this. They have 
laid the silver ghost in India, for some time 
to come at least. Reasoning from the full- 
ness of their local knowledge and daily ex- 
perience of the working of the present cur- 
rency system in India, they arrive at the 
“unanimous and decided opinion that it 
would be most unwise to reopen the mints.”’ 
Their conclusion is indorsed by Lord George 
Hamilton and the Cabinet, as a matter of 
course.

desires that India should embrace. 

In these circumstances, what could Lord 
Salisbury do but politely bow the special 
envoys out? In a dispatch as urbane as it 
is brief he incloses a copy of the reply of the 
government of India, and says that her 
Majesty's government has carefully con- 
sidered the reasons which support. its con- 
clusion. It is impossible, thc Prime Minister 
declares, to deny their force. ‘‘ But even 
were they less strong .. . the govern- 
ment of India could hardly be compelled, 
against its own decided opinion, to make 
a second important change in Indian cur- 
rency within so short a period as four years, 
at a time of exceptional difficulty and suffer- 
ing.”’ The first proposal, therefore, is one 
which the government is unable to accépt. 

As for the others, he dismisses them by 
saying that they have received due consid- 
eration, but that it is not necessary to dis- 
cuss them at present. How far, he Ingenu- 
ously asks, are the views of the American 
and French governments modified by the 
decision with respect to India? 

We may be wrong, but we suspect that in 
the closing sentences of the dispatch there 
may be detected a vein of pleasantry. Since 
July, he points out, the representatives of 
the two governments have had time to 
estimate ‘‘the amount of assistance they 
are likely to expect from other powers, and 
of the success their scheme is likely to at- 
tain.” That being so, they might be able 
to place her Majesty’s government “in a 
position to consider the subject with a fuller 
knowledge.’’ There the matter stands, and 
is likely toremain. Widespread satisfaction 
will be felt at the deadly blow which the 
bimetallic craze has received, and at the 
decisiveness with which our government has 
extricated itself from a conference that 
would have been a mere waste of time.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS, 
fo ta' AARRRA ; 
The final vote on the report of the Revision com- 
mittee of t Underwriters’ association will be 
taken next Wednesday afternoon. All the sections 
of the new constitution and by-laws have been 
agreed upon. The members in charge of the re- 
vision beleve that the report as a whole will be 
adopted without serious opposition. The prin- 
cipal changes eliminate the section requiring a 
deposit by the members as an evidence of good 
faith, place the rate making power of the boari 
in the hands of the Superintendent of Ratings, 
and fix the time during which a member is not 
eligible to re@lection to the Executive committee 
at six months from the expiration of his term. A 
special provision makes the three agency rule 
operative on Feb. 1, a month later than the rest 
of the new constitution.

A committee of the Governing committee of the 
union has been appointed to fake up the matter of 
dealing with the :outside companies after Jan. 1. 
This committee has not made a report and it is 
doubtful if anything will be accomplished, as 
several of the union members have protested 
against non-intercourse. The object of the com- 
mittee is to secure an agreement with the larger 
of the non-union companies regarding practices in 
the matter of rates and commissions. At least 
one of the concerns aimed at is essentially a union 
company in the matter of rates and ip its relations 
with agents. The most active opposition to the 
union comes from the Northwestern National, and 
this company is not likely to consider anything 
which approaches an alliance with the union.

Considerable interest is manifested by under- 
writers in the case against Charies L. Case of the 
London Assurance, which will be considered by the 
Executive committee of the Underwriters’ asso- 
ciation today. Members of the committee say 
there are only two alternatives left them. Either 
non-intercourse must be declared and the board 
agents must resign the company, or Mr. Case 
must pay the fine which was imposed on him by 
the Investigating committee. The defendant has 
placed his gide of the case before the committee 
in a statement covering the entire matter of his 
connection with the board.
